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A REGISTER OF WRITS IN ROLL FORM 


THERE 1s a large number of manuscript registers of writs, originating in the 
thirteenth, fourteenth, and fifteenth centuries, in existence at the present day. 
The British Museum possesses no fewer than 68 of such registers, while the Cam- 
bridge University Library, Trinity College (Cambridge) Library, the Bodleian 
Library, the Lambeth Palace Library, the Inner Temple Library, and the 
Harvard University Library, all contain some manuscript copies of our early 
registrum brevium, which Coke speaks of as ' the ancientest book of the law.’ 

A few other manuscript registers are scattered among our cathedral libraries, 
and one or two are probably in private hands. A total of some 145 copies can 
be traced. All these manuscript registers are, however, in book form, and 
mediaeval references to the work are to the register of writs (registrum brevium) 


and not to any rotulus brevium, although the earliest official entries of a recurrent 
character are in roll form.

In a Caermarthen case in 1288, the defendants ' ponunt se super registrum. "hey say later in 
the same case that the writ was not “secundum quod per registrum Cancellarie regis formari consuerunt 
hujusmodi brevia ? (Select Cases in the Court of King’s Bench under Edward I., Selden Soc., 1, case 115). 

The collection of writs annexed to the Statutum Wealliae of 1284 was evidently in roll form. 
Section 5 of that measure contains the sentence * . . . per breve domini regis m forma inter cetera 
brevia regia in rotulo sequenti contenta." 

In * Rolls from the Office of the Sheriff of Beds. and Bucks., 1332-1334. (Beds. Hist. Rec. Soc.), 
Dr. G. H. Fowler discusses the roll which originated from the sheriff’s office agd in one place styles it 
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The roll was the traditional form in which records were kept, and doubtless 
the: earliest collections of writs were drawn up in that way. As the number of 
writs available to litigants began to expand, convenience would dictate a change 
to the register of book-form for their recording. Amongst the large number 
of thirteenth-century collections of writs at least one early ‘rotulus, brevium is 
extant. This is a roll of writs of the reign of Henry III written in a thirteenth- 
century hand, preserved in the Public Record Office among the miscellanea 
of the exchequer, under the reference E. 163/ 1/27. 

It is the purpose of this article to describe that manuscript in some Secu to 
mention by catchword or other short form the writs it contains, and to deal 
briefly with the internal evidence for its date, and with a few other points of 
interest afforded by the material. 

It is a small parchment roll five feet long overall, and six and a half 
inches wide. It consists of three membranes or strips sewn together, the first 
strip being eighteen inches long, the second twenty and a half inches, and the 
third twenty-one and a half inches long. The parchment is mutilated at the 
head of the roll, where it is sewn on to a separate piece of parchment eight by 
six Inches, which serves as a cover when the whole is rolled up starting from the 
bottom end. 

The roll appears to be complete in itself. Although the first writ is practi- 
cally illegible, it seems to be the commencing one, as there 1s indication of a 
greater space above it than is found between the writs on the roll. This can 
be seen by examining the irregular mutilation of the roll top. Further, the 
first word of the writ is 1n somewhat larger writing than the others and is also 
slightly inset. 

Then at the head of the second membrane or strip, where this 1s stitched to 
the end of the first, in the extreme top left hand corner, the words are written 
‘ R[otulus] s[e]e[un]d[u]s;" while in a similar position at the top of the third 
membrane the words * Rot[ulus] tertius ' appear. 

At the foot of this third portion of the roll there 1s a blank space of two inches 
deep after the last writ and there are no signs of any other strip having been 
stitched on to the end. At the foot of the dorse of the third membrane of the 
roll, in the right hand corner, there is written in a much later hand (sixteenth 


But that 
document is neither a roll nor a register of writs in the sense of the one which is the subject of this 
article. Dr. Fowler says that the membranes of which the Beds. and Bucks. roll consists * do not shew 
signs of ever having been formed into a continuous roll, but were stitched at the head into a file From 
the king's courts and the chancery, the sheriff received writs ordering him to do certain things and to 
make return of how he had executed his instructions, and the roll is, in Dr. Fowler’s words, the sheriff?s 
* personal record of eash transaction of this sort, kept for his own protection.’ 
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or early seventeenth century) than that in which the writs are written, ‘Antiquum 
Registrum Brevium.’ Along some portions of the edges of the membranes 
narrow strips have been taken out and some indication appears of small holes in 
the parchment. It has been suggested that actual writs may have been attached 
to the roll at these. places and torn off at a later date. The roll contains a total 
of 69 writs, excluding some variants, of which 58 are written on the recto and 
II ón the dorse. i 

By far:the greater part of the writs are, technically, judicial, not original writs, 
in that they`do not originate or initiate litigation, but are issued in the course of 
proceedings and form part: of the mesne process. Indeed, the roll may be 
classified as a register of judicial writs. Three writs are dated. 

The first is the one endorsed on membrane 1, and is a ‘ Venire facias coram 
nobis . . . ubicumque tunc fuerimus in Anglia’ in a case of intrusion which 
has not yet been determined. Land in the manor of Piriford in Surrey is 
in question. It is dated ‘Teste me ipso apud Westmonasterium xxiljj die 
Novembris Anno regni nostri xxvii, which would give 1244. 

The second of the dated writs is among those endorsed on the third mem- 
brane of the roll, and is preceded by the note, ' Ille autem qui terram suam 
amisit habebit tale breve super Warantum suum ad valentiam terre amisse.' 
The king had claimed as his escheat ' de terris Briton’,’ the fifth part of the land 
in Twyford, Bucks., which fifth William de Rye then held. William vouched 
to warranty John of Munchensy and his co-parceners, heirs of Walter Marshal, 
former earl of Pembroke. John defaulted and lost the land and is to assign to 
William land in Worcestershire ‘ad valentiam. The writ is tested ‘J de 
Lessintun? apud Rading’ xi. die Junii anno regni nostri xxxi, which would 
give 1247 for its date. 

Walter Marshal the fourth son of William Marshal the great earl of Pem- 
broke, and himself fifth earl, died in 1245. John de Mantechaniso (so named 
in the writ), or John of Munchensy, was apparently a son of Johanna, one of the 
five daughters of William Marshal, among whom, or their descendants, the 
earl’s vast lands were divided on the death of the last of his five sons, all of whom 


had been earls of Pembroke and had died without issue. The fifth share 


1 John of Lessington or Lexington was an official of wide experience in the reign of Henry III. 
In the patent rolls of 1247 he is mentioned as steward of the household, and he had previously been 
justiciar of Chester. As a judge between 1248 and 1256 he had taken numerous assizes and had held 
pleas in the city of London. In 1254 he was sent by the king and council to pronounce judgment 
‘ad bancum domini Regis.’ He had also been chief justice of the forests north of the Trent. In 
several 13th-century registra brevium he is named as the author of the ‘ Nisi indictatus" clause in the 
writ‘ De Odio et Atya, ‘ quando fuit Cancellarius domini H. regis tertii? Bracton mentions him (f. 45) 
as having wrongly determined a case which had come before him. He died in f257.

spoken of in the writ had evidently been the share of one of the five daughters 
in the lands in question. 

The third of the dated writs is the last of the three endorsed on the third 
membrane of the roll. The dating clause runs, ‘ Teste S. de Segrave apud 
Gloucestr’ viii» die Junii anno r.’ r? H. xxv.’ This would give 1241 for the 
issue of the writ, the year of Stephen Segrave's death.1 The writ itself is 
directed to the sheriff of Northampton to give seisin of common of pasture in 
Peychyrche [Peakirk] to the parson of the church there, the abbot of Croyland 
having now admitted the right of the claimant thereto. 

It will be noted that the three writs which are dated are all endorsed writs, 
and that therefore they have in all probability been added after the completion 
of the recto of the three membranes. Further, they provide an illustration of 
the irregular way in which the entries have been made. Ihe third writ on the 
dorse of the third membrane is dated 1241, while the first writ of this series of 
three has 1247 for date. The fact suggests at once a considerable delay in 
entering the third writ upon the roll, and both from the nature of its contents 
and its handwriting, different from those preceding it, 1t might be said to be an 
odd writ endorsed here for the convenience of the owner of the roll and not 
forming an integral part of the register itself. This third writ has no marginal 
catchword, nor any preceding nota or regula, whereas that of 1247, the second 
of the dated writs, is inserted to illustrate the xota which precedes it and which 
is given above. 

Much the same can be said of the 1244 dated writ which appears by itself 
on the dorse of membrane 1. It follows no nota or regula nor has it any catch- 
word. ‘The handwriting is different from any on the face of the roll and the 
writ commences at the foot of membrane 1 turned upside down, that 1s, in the 
reverse way from the writs endorsed on membrane 2 which follow, and which, 
beginning at the top of this membrane, go down the dorse of the roll in the same 
direction as the writs enfaced. This writ of 1244 may therefore have been 
entered for someone’s personal convenience or interest and not as forming part 
of the sequence of the register. 

Let us take the writs in the order of their appearance and give a very short 
idea of their contents. ‘The marginal catchwords of the writs are very often 
quite illegible and the first few have lost some parts by the mutilation of the 
vellum. A few writs are preceded by a ota or regula, and in such cases this is 
either given in full in the Latin, or is shortly summarized in English. 

1 Segrave is the able lawyer and unscrupulous politician who, on the fall of Hubert de Burgh in 


1232, became the last to hold the old office of justiciar. Bracton mentions him no fewer than eight 
times. $ 
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The register is written wholly in Latin, no Anglo-Norman words being 
used, and this in itself is suggestive of an early date for its production. 


MEMBRANE I, recto. 


1. Writ illegible. 

2. A writ of summons to one who has been vouched to warranty, ‘ad 
warantisandum.’ Several variant clauses are given where attachment is ' per 
vadium et salvos plegios ' or ‘ per meliores plegios.’ 

3. A ‘Cape in manum nostram ' in a case of dower. 

4. ‘De habenda seisina de hoc quod aliquis recuperavit in nostra curia.' 
Variants where the advowson of a church is in question. Also for dower. 

5. View and valuation to be made in a case of exchange awarded. 

6. Summons of the recognitors when a tenant has put himself upon the 
grand assize. | 

7. Attachment of recognitors of the grand assize :—d(4) ‘ per vadium et 
salvos plegios' ; (4) ‘ per vadium et meliores plegios ' ; and (c) the sheriff to 
have ‘ eorum corpora. Variants for recognitors in assize of mort d'ancestor 
in eyre and where the sheriff is to substitute recognitors for those removed as 
useless (^ inutiles ^). - 

8. Where only two knights of the four come to elect the recognitors of the 
grand assize, writ of attachment against the absent two ‘per vadium etc. vel 
. meliores plegios.' 

9. Writ of summons or attachment (' summone vel pone ’ etc.) of recogni- 
tors of a jury of 24 to attaint the 12. | 

10. ‘De pluribus attachiamentis. A number of variants, e.g. writs to 
attach defendant by gage and safe pledges in a plea of debt, or in a plea ‘ quod 
reddat ei’ what he owes and unjustly detains, or to answer why he took his 
beasts and still detains them, or why a plea was sued in Court Christian against 
the royal prohibition touching debt or chattels not being ‘ de testamento vel 
matrimonio,’ or why a fit person was not permitted to be presented to a church, 
or in a plea of * quod reddat ' certain articles which had been committed to one's 
custody and were unjustly detained. | 

i1. Where A., who holds of B. from year to year, is impleaded by C., who 
claims * ut jus suum vel in dotem,' B. being called to court can complain of the 
matter to the court (‘ poterit ipse B conqueri de hoc ad curiam °) and ' de 
beneficio Curiae et Justiciariorum ' can have a writ of summons calling C. and 
A. into court, on giving security to prosecute his claim. 
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MEMBRANE 2, recto. 


12. Where anyone remains in seisin of land of which his ancestors have 
disseised another, as where one claims land by writ of novel disseisin, and the 
disseisor dies before the taking of the assize, and his heir or any other retains 
seisin after the death, ' de beneficio Justiciariorum poterit 1pse tenens habere 
hoc breve.’ ‘The writ is a ‘ Precipe quod reddat ' of land in which ‘ non habet 
ingressum nisi per C qui injuste et sine judicio et post primam transfretationem 
domini regis etc. inde disseisivit predictum B.’ This is a writ of ehtry (‘ de 
ingressu ’) and one of the few original writs in the collection.. Variant where 
the tenant puts himself upon the jury. 

13. “De ingressu’; writ to sheriff to summon 12 ‘liberos et legales 
homines ad recognoscendum.' 

14. ' De inquisitione facienda . . . de dote.’ 

If. Where the defendant alleges that the plaintiff ‘non fuit desponsata 
illi de cujus donatione petit habere dotem,' writ to the bishop to ascertain the 
truth. 

16. ' De jurata utrum terra sit maritagium vel perquisita.’ 

17. “De intrusione’? The writ contains the phrase, 'ostensurus quo 
warranto ipse ingressus est in terram etc. que ipsi G. remanere debuit post 
mortem R.' 

18. ‘ De recordo et judicio, from an assize of mort d'ancestor. There isa 
variant with the very unusual ‘ Mandamus tibi' to the sheriff in a ' venire 
facias. The king addresses his justices “Mandamus vobis,’ but the sheriff 
' Precipimus tibi, employing the more forcible verb and the second person 
singular of the pronoun. In some 5o registers of writs examined, the writer 
cannot recall any other instance of the use of “ Mandamus tibi ' in a writ to the 
sheriff, except where the writ is issued at the instance of the itinerant justices 
“ex parte dominiregis. The explanation probably is that this writ is just such 
with the essential phrase left out. 

19. “De mittendo ad languidum ad audiendum quem misit. ad. respon- 
dendum pro se.’ Four knights are to be sent. 

20. Writ to summon ' testes nominatos in carta,' and also twelve free and 
lawful men from the neighbourhood. 

21; ' De recuperatione dampnorum ' ; a ' sicut alias.’ 

22. “De extensione facienda. > 

25. ' De disseisina facta infra adventum Justiciariorum.’ A writ addressed 
by the justices to the sheriff. 

24. ' De habenda seisina de hoc quod aliquis recuperavit coram Justiciariis.’ 
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The writ is to the sheriff from the king or from the justices ‘ ex parte domini 
regis,’ to give seisin of land. 

25. ' De warantizando aliquid per cartam datam.’ The writ is to summon 
‘testes nominatos ' and also eight lawful and discreet men from the neighbour- 
hood. | 

26. ‘De habendo clerico coram Justiciaris. A clerk had impleaded A. 
regarding lay fee in Court Christian against the royal prohibition. 

27. “De conventione tenenda. ‘The sheriff is to raise the amount of the 
debt admitted in court by the defendant, from his lands and chattels. 

28. ' De persona admittenda.’ Seisin of an advowson has been recovered . 
in an assize of darrein presentment and the writ 1s to the bishop to admit the 
parson presented. 

29. ' De distringendo ad prosequendum appellum.’ The sheriff is to have 
the bodies of the appellors in an appeal ' de felonia monete nostre.’ 

30. ‘ De securitate capienda ad prosequendam loquelam.’ ‘The writ is 
from the justices to the sheriff to have the assize of last presentation brought 
before them. 

31. ' De atornato faciendo. The sheriff is to send four knights to D. 
and E. to ascertain what attorney they appoint in their place in a plea of advowson 
and to testify of the same. 

32. ' De persona non admissa. The bishop had already received a first 
precept with which he had not complied. 

33. ' De producendo herede ad warantizandum.' The heir is in wardship 
and the guardian is to produce him to warrant his mother's dower. 

34. ' De debito reddendo per finem factum in Curia.’ 

35. ' De bastardia.’ Remission to the bishop to ascertain the truth and 
notify the justices. 

36. “De recognoscenda elemosina vel laico feodo.’ A ‘venire facias’ 
which commences ' Rex vel Justiciarii Itinerantes Vicecomiti Salutem.’ 

37. ‘De habendo mercato. A writ for the sheriff to put the grantee into 
possession of the weekly market and annual fair in question. ‘The recital of 
the grant is that A. should have it ' usque ad etatem nostram. It was during 
the minority of Henry IIl, in 1218, that the council decreed that no charter or 
grant should be sealed to hold good longer than the king's minority, and in 
1223, when Henry was 16, the pope declared that the king, though not of full 
age, was of age to assume the government. We have therefore for the original 
issue of this writ a date between 1218 and 1223. 

38. ' De waranto habendo.’ 

39. ‘De distringendo aliquem ad capiendum Cyrogtaphum suum.’ 
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Although the marginal catchword speaks of distraint, the writ is one of attach- 
ment, the form being ‘ pone etc.’ It concludes with a command to’ enquire 
who the person is who falsely essoined the party to be attached, and to take him 
and hold him a until further order. !

40. ‘ De ea que falso dicit se esse impregnatam.' 
41. ‘De summonendis participibus alicujus tenement.’

The sheriff has failed to return the 
writ He is now ordered to have it before the justices and to attend himself 
* auditurus judicium tuum.’ Some circumstantial variants. 
48. ‘ Recordari facias.’ 
49. A writ from the king or the justices itinerant to the sheriff to summon 
recognitors to determine certain facts in an assize of mort d’ancestor. 
£o. Writ of attachment in a plea of ‘ Consuetudines et recta Servicia.’ 
£1. Writ to summon four knights to elect twelve men of the neighbourhood 
for a grand assize in a claim of services and customs, at the hundred court of 
'Shirewell, presumably in Lincolnshire. Interesting suits of court are men- 
tioned in the writ in the following paragraph:—

The writ was evidently issued at a time when suit of court was an important 
right. 
52. Writ against warrantor who has lost, to make ‘ escambium ad valentiam.’ 

53. A ' venire facias’ against the bishop [of London] to cause the dean of 
St. Paul’s and the archdeacon of London to come before the justices at West- 
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minster for holding a plea in a matter not ‘de testamento vel matrimonio ’ 
against the royal prohibition. 

£4. Writ to summon witnesses named in a charter and also eight men of 
the neighbourhood. 

££. Writ of attachment on security being given. The defendant is to 
show why a certain person ‘ per deceptionem finem fecit." 

£6. Writ of summons to man and wife who had taken ' quandam garciam 
nomine R. tamquam filiam et heredem eorum desicut ipsa non est filia nec heres 
nec idem J. alium habet heredem apparentem . . .' 

57. ‘De seisina facta post inquisitionem factam per preceptum Domini 
regis.’ This writ addressed to the ‘ vicecomes ’ or the ' constab[ularius ] ' is of 
unusual interest. It recites that the inquisition has found that Galfridus 
de B. granted the half of his ‘ balliva ’ to his brother, Peter de Baggeshet, for 
life, to be held of Galfridus, and continues, ' respondendo de eadem balliva 
predicto Galfrido et non nobis in capite. The writ directs seisin of the 
' balliva ’ to be given to the grantee, and security to be taken from the grantor 
for relief, if any be due to the king. . 


58. ‘ De summonendo participe.’ 


MEMBRANE I, dorso. 


1. Only one writ is endorsed on this membrane and this has been dealt 
with above (p. 4). 


MEMBRANE 2, dorso. 

1. ‘ De eligenda magna assisa’ One variant. 

2. ‘De jurata de Gaveligende loco magne assise. The right of the men 
of Kent to have a jury instead of a grand assize was granted in 1232 (Cal. 
Charter Rolls, i. 150). 

3. Writ to the bishop of Chichester to admit a clerk to the church of 
' Lanemos' ' where the advowson had been in dispute. 

4. Writ to Robert of Lexington? to have his own rolls and those of his 
colleagues examined (‘ perscrutari facias ") and to notify the king ' ubicumque 
fuerimus,’ whether the two attorneys who had been made were appointed to act 
jointly (‘ conjunctim °) or alternatively (^ subalternatione ’). 

Writs 3 and 4 are written in a different hand from those which precede and 
follow them. 

1 Robert of Lexington (d. 1250) was a justice de banco in 1226. In 1240 he acted as chief of the 
itinerant justices in the northern division of England. Robert was seized with paralysis a few years 
before his death and retired from office (D.N.B.). He was a younger brother of John de Lexington

mentioned above. 
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5. ‘St unus patronus habet duas ecclesias de advocatione sua et clericus 
ejus petat alteram ecclesiam tanquam capellam spectantem ad ecclesiam suam 
patronus ille poterit habere tale breve prohibitionis.’ The writ prohibits the 
clerk from pursuing his plea in Court Christian under the authority of papal 
letters. ‘ Consimile breve fiat ad judices ne teneant etc.’ 

6. “Si quis convictus fuerit de transgressione facta in parcis et vivariis, 
de eo capiendo si non venerit fit tale breve. The writ orders the sheriff, as he 
loves himself and his belongings, to take Eudo de Hamel and others, and to 
have them as prisoners before the king, or his justices, on account of a trespass 
which they did in the park of Stephen Lungespeye and in respect of which they 
had been convicted. The writ provides an interesting commentary on the 
last chapter of the Provisions of Merton of 1236. This chapter (c. 11) reads : 
- De malefactoribus in parcis et vivariis nondum est discussum, quia magnates 
petierunt propriam prisonam de illis quos caperent in parcis et vivariis suis. 
Quod quidem dominus rex contradixit, et ideo differtur. The king is shewn 
here, at any rate, as maintaining his point of view on this very disputed question. 
Some concession was made to the magnates in 1293 in the 'Statutum de 
Malefactoribus in Parcis.’ Stephen Lungespeye or Longespée was the third 
son of William Longespée, third earl of Salisbury, a natural son of Henry II. 
Stephen was appointed seneschal of Gascony in 1253 and died in 1260. 

7. ‘Si quis conqueritur de vasto etc. et adversarius ejus petit visum habere 
debet et erit breve tale. ‘The writ directs the sheriff in person with twelve 
others to make the view, and report what waste has been done ; a note following 
the writ reads ‘ Casus fuit inter Regin' de Cobeham et Alanum de Legh in 
Chitham in Comitatu Kantie coram W. de Ebor' qui tunc fuit Justiciarius de 
placitis domini regis ubicumque fuit itinerans in Anglia.’ William of York, 
who died in 1256, had a long record of judicial service. He even seems to 
have retained office after his election as bishop of Salisbury in 1246. 

A regula follows which reads : ‘ Si quis clamat terram versus alium et ipse 
vocat ad warantum tertium et tertius conparat' in curia postquam vocatus sit 
ad warantum et habet diem in banco et postea fecerit defaltam, amittet primus 
seisinam suam de predicta terra petita per defaltam dicti waranti set habebit 
de terra waranti ad valentiam dicte terre, et petens habebit tale breve.’ No 
writ is given, a blank space following the words ‘ Rex Vicecomiti Salutem.’ 


MEMBRANE 3, dorso. 

I. ' Ille autem qui terram suam amisit habebit tale breve super Warantum 
suum de valentia terre amisse.' The dated writ which follows, tested by 
John de Lessintun, has been dealt with above (p. 3). The short regula preceding 
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this writ really summarized the longer regula which concludes the matter 
endorsed on membrane 2, where no writ is given after the words ' Rex Vicecomiti 
Salutem.’ ‘This writ also illustrates fully the longer regula. 

2. ‘De seisina quadam habenda de advocatione ecclesie. The writ is 
addressed to the archdeacon of Richmond to admit the king's nominee to the 
church of Ribescestr’ [Ribchester . 

3. Writ to give seisin of common of pasture. It is tested by S. de Segrave. 
This dated writ has been dealt with earlier (p. 4). 


Something may be said of the approximate date of the register from internal 
evidence provided by certain of the writs. Writ number 12, on the recto of 
membrane 2, is one of entry, following on a novel disseisin where the disseisor 
has died before the taking of the assize. 

The limitation in the novel disseisin is ' post primam transfretationem 
domini regis etc.,' which was introduced by the Provisions of Merton in 1236/7. 
The reference is to Henry III's first passage to Brittany, in 1230, and this 
provides us with a ‘terminus a quo.’ The writ of entry for a disseisee against 
the heir of the disseisor was made a writ of course in 1205,! but in such case 
the plea would demur for nonage of the heir. The writ now in question pro- 
vides for the case where the assize of novel disseisin has actually been summoned 
and view taken when the disseisor dies. No question arises of nonage here. 
In such circumstances this writ of entry can be granted to the plaintiff ' de 
beneficio Justiciariorum,’ a suggestive phrase, which is also found in the regula 
preceding writ 11 (memb. 2 recto), where it appears in the form ' de beneficio 
Curie et Justiciariorum.’ The matter is regulated finally by Westminster 
I, c. 47, so that after 127¢ the ‘ beneficium ' of the justices need not be invoked 
in such circumstances. 

'The writs of attachment and their variants, notably numbers 2 and 7 of 
membrane 1 recto, shew a mesne process similar to that given by Bracton, viz. 
by gage and pledges, then by better pledges, and the ' per corpora eorum.’ 
The same process to compel appearance is given in the thirteenth-century 
tract ‘ Fet Asaver,’ which is considered, from internal evidence, to have been 
written before 1267. By the statute of Westminster I, c. 45, the second 
attachment is cut out, the grand distress issuing immediately on default being 
made to the first attachment. For some reason our collection does not contain 
the writs for distraint. Thus we have a limiting date in the other direction for 
this collection of writs ; 1275 is our ‘ terminus ad quem.’ 

There are other writs in this register which suggest a date somewhere about

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the middle of the thirteenth century. The writ on thé dorse. of membrane I 
is dated. 1244, and moreover commences with the king’s full title, ‘ H. dei 
gratia Rex Anglie Dominus Hybernie Dux Normannie Aquitannie et Comes 
Andegavie Vicecomiti Surreie Salutem.’ ‘This style of address only lasts until 
1259, in which year the claim to Normandy is renounced. 

The other two dated writs, of 12477 and 1241, and the well-known names that 
occur—Robert de Lexington, his brother John de Lexington, Stephen Segrave, 
William of York, John of Munchensy, Stephen Longespée—bear evidence to 
-" the same approximate period. Writ number 37 (see p. 7 above) must have 
been issued during the minority of Henry III. It may be said therefore that 
we have here a registrum brevium in roll form, which embodies the procedure 
current in the reign of Henry III. It dates in the main from some time after - 
1236—7, but has nothing among its contents as late as the end of Henry’s reign. . 
The register 1s one of judicial writs, although a few original writs are included. 
Among the half-dozen or so registers of writs of the reign of Henry III, this 
is the only one in roll form which has come to light up to the present,.and no 
such form of register has been found among the very large number of manuscript 
, registers of writs of the reign of his son.

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DID RUSSIA INTERVENE AFTER THE 
EXECUTION OF CHARLES 1? 


A seventeenth-century propaganda pamphlet. 


Apart from Russian documents in the Department of Manuscripts,’ the British 
Museum possesses numerous old pamphlets dealing with Russia which are still 
awaiting investigation. Many of these pamphlets are apparently unique 
copies, and one of them, belonging to the Thomason collection, E.623(17), 1s 
of a quite unusual kind. ‘The pamphlet purports to be a Russian state paper of 
the seventeenth century, the text of which is most remarkable, for it claims to be a 
declaration issued by Tsar Alexis of Russia after the execution of King Charles I. 

The document, which is otherwise not known to have existed, is introduced 
by the following circumstantial title : 


A DzcranATION, of His Imperiall Majeste, The most High and Mighty Potentate 
ALExEA, Emperor of Russia, and great-Duke of Muscovia, &c. Wherein is conteined 
his Detestation of the Murther of Charles the First, King of Great-Britain and Ireland ; 
his propensitie to restore King Charles the Second ; That hee hath forbidden all Trade 
with England; and Meanes propounded for the establishing of a generall-Peace 
throughout Christendome. 

Printed in the yeere 1650. (Title page.) 


The ‘ Declaration’ itself fills six pages in quarto, and begins by stating that : 


The Rebellion of England, as an universall Contagion being become epidemicall, 
hath poysoned and infected most parts of Christendom ; And likewise that that common 
Sower of all infand wickednesse, most falsly called the Parliament of England, with whom 
no Law of God nor Man, Nature nor Nation escapeth breaking, doe at this present 
imploy their Agents, the Bustuaries of humane States, in all Kingdomes and Territories 
of Europe, whose restlesse industry is to crack the bonds of Allegiance and fealty 
betweene Subjects and their Soveraignes . . . For prevention whereof, Wee have 
thought good to propound such meanes as Wee judge convenient for the conservation of 
a generall Peace in all Christian Kingdomes, and reducing that Rebellious Nation to 
that due obedience and fealty, which by undoubted Right and divine Ordination, they 
owe to their Soveraigne (p. 1). 


'The statement is supported by a vigorous denunciation of the monstrous

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Crime ‘that gives present imployment to Our Royall Penne’ (p. 2). The 
lengthy discourse (pp. 2—5) is an outspoken ‘ royal’ retrospect of events and 
questions of the Civil war, richly interwoven with bitter reflexions and elaborate 
comparisons of an historical, biblical, and mythological kind. 

Flaving expounded the royalist case the ‘ Declaration ’ puts forward a com- 
prehensive plan of action and adds to it a survey of the measures already adopted 
by the tsar : 


Now whereas it is the Office of Princes to execute Justice and Judgement, and to 
punish Vice and subdue Rebellion ; We have thought it our Duty both to God and 
Man, to vindicate the cause of the late Murthered King of Great Britain, and restore 
his exiled son to the possession of his Thrones . . . And for as much as all Christian 
Princes are equally concerned in this Cause with Us; Wee have thought good to 
invite them to a generall Diet ; Which wee desire may be convoked at Antwerp in 
the Dukedome of Brabant ; where, upon the tenth of April/, in the yeare of Grace 
1650  Plenepotentiaries may meet from all Emperours, Kings, and Princes that 
professe Christianity ; where a generall and holy League being concluded, and all . 
ancient and private Quarrells lay'd aside, Wee may all agree to fight under one Banner ; 
that there a set Modell may bee concluded on and drawn up, wherein every Prince 
shall beare a proportionable share, in raysing and maintaining a great numerous Army, 
in which the whole Forces of Christendom shall bee united in prosecution of this 
second holy Warre, wherewith wee will Invade that Kingdome both by Sea and 
Land. . . . And for as much as the inexorable malice of those unmatchable Rebells, 
extends to the generall Ruine of Father, Sonne, and whole Familie ; so the extent of 
our Justice shall range to the utter extirpation and irradication of them, their wives, 
children and allies ; and an absolute deletion of their names and memories. . . . And 
for the better encouragement of this honourable enterprize, being a common Cause 
of abused Soveraignty ; Wee are pleased of our own Royall benignity besides our 
proportionable contribution to the generall charge, to raise and maintaine ten thousand 
well experienced Souldiers, both Horse and Foote, and furnish them with a Train of 
Artillery, and all necessary habiliments of Warre, out of our proper ‘Treasury. 

And for as much as examples are the most compendious teachers, and perfect 
illustrations . . . by Our speciall Decree, which Wee have caused to bee Proclaimed 
throughout all Our Dominons ; Wee have commanded all Englishmen by a certain 
day to depart our Empires, notwithstanding all former grants, licenses and Acts of 
naturalizations ; and after that day Wee have forbid all Trade and Commerce with 
that Nation, prohibiting any one of that Nation, upon any occasion, how urgent soever, 
upon paine of High-T reason, to remaine in any part of Our Empire or other Dominions: 
And if any shall presume, after that aforesaid day . . . to stay . . ., that they bee 
forthwith executed as Spies and 'T'raytors : Provided alwaies, that the Penalty of this 
Decree extend not to any who either are, or hereafter shall bee imployed in any of our 
Territories from the King of Great Britain: And Wee desire that all Kings and 
Princes . . . would herein follow Our Royall example. (pp. 5—6.) 


The ' Declaration ' was first brought to the attention of Russian historians 
by Baron A. Meyendorff in 1925 in a Russian article dealing with English 
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opinions of Russia in the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries.) Briefly 
quoting a few of the queer passages about the Rebellion ‘as an universall 
Contagion’ and about the expulsion of all Englishmen from Moscow, Baron 
Meyendorff refrained from giving any comments, but his introductory remarks 
imply that he considered the ‘ Declaration ’ to be genuine. 

At first sight this assumption appears justified. The ' Declaration’ is 
quite in keeping with the spirit of Moscow’s policy of the period, and seems 
to agree with authentic Russian reactions. Anglo-Russian relations became 
visibly affected by the Civil War and began to deteriorate rapidly after the 
return of the Russian envoy Dokhturov, who in 164 5—6, in spite of his insistence, 
had not been able to see the king and was received by both houses of parliament 
only.  'The repeated complaints against English competition which the 
Russian merchants had made many years in vain were now taken up by the 
government, and in 1646 the privileges of the English merchants were seriously 
curtailed. Already at this early stage the tsar is alleged to have called the English 
merchants ‘ traitors and the servants of traitors, and unfit to live in any Christian 
state.’? As soon as the king's execution became known, this ' great wicked 
deed’ was prominently added to the old catalogue of commercial and financial 
abuses of which the English were accused on I June 1649, when they were 
definitely expelled from the interior of Russia, being permitted to trade in future 
at the port of Archangel only. 

Of course, the Russian government was prompted in its actions by various 
motives, both political and economic. Nevertheless, it would be wrong to 
presume that the shocking news from England was looked upon merely as 
a welcome pretext. The extent to which Moscow was impressed by the fact 
that the English * killed to death their King Carolus ' is shown by the striking 
difference between the receptions accorded to the representatives of Charles II 
and of Cromwell. 

The tsar in particular is sure to have felt what he is alleged to have expressed 
in 1646, in calling the merchants traitors, and his attitude is scarcely surprising, 
even apart from any feelings of monarchic solidarity which he naturally had. 
After his accession in 1645, the tsar, who was only sixteen years of age, had to 
face a long spell of troubles in various parts of his country. Caused mainly by

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social grievances and administrative abuses, they had little in common with 
such constitutional issues as were at stake in England, and the Russian monarchy 
prevailed i in the end unimpaired, owing to force as well as. to legislative con- 
cessions. Nevertheless, the experiences of the young tsar during the riots in 
Moscow were grave enough to evoke political susceptibilities. 
Very significant are the words which Tsar Alexis is reported to have ad- 
dressed to the earl of Carlisle in 1664 when he enquired after the widow of the 
‘glorious Martyr.’ Noteworthy are also the words of his foreign secretary 
Ordyn-Nashchokin as preserved by the tsar's physician, Dr. Samuel Collins : 


Speaking about the French and Dane siding with the Hollander against England, 
he broke forth into these words: I wonder that these two Kings should have no 
more prudence or reason, than to support or countenance such Boors against the 
Monarch of England, who should rather joyn together with the rest of the Princes 
in Europe to destroy all Republicks, which are no better than the Nurseries of Heresie 
and Rebellion.? 


Although caused by other events? this utterance by the famous statesman 
sounds like a concise version of the basic principles of the ‘ Declaration.’ 

However, in spite of unquestionable tokens of genuine indignation there 
has so far been no evidence that any political action was taken in favour of 
Charles II, or that any essential support was granted by the tsar beyond the 
loan successfully negotiated by Lord Culpeper in 1650. Impressed by the 
tsar’s sympathetic attitude one old historian, M. Kapustin,* declared that 
Tsar Alexis had sent a note to the courts of Europe protesting against the 
execution of Charles I, and Dr. Inna Lubimenko, the modern expert on the 
history of Anglo-Russian relations, has repeated Kapustin's words in one of her 
Russian articles," but neither has produced any evidence in support of this 
opinion. As far as the matter can be traced in published instructions Russian 
- diplomats when questioned abroad had to explain the treatment of the English

adds to the unfounddtl statement a slip similar to the mistake mentioned in 7. 3 above. 
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merchants in terms identical with the accusations of the expulsion order of 1649, 
stressing that after having killed their king the English were no longer worthy 
to live in other countries. Designed to be used only in reply to questions, 
this casual statement was just as unlike a protest as it was far from suggesting 
joint action. 

The nature of our pamphlet is therefore of great historical interest: if genuine 
the ‘ Declaration’ would be the first document not only confirming the con- 
jecture regarding the protest, but also proving that Tsar Alexis had actually 
attempted to intervene on an international scale. 

Unfortunately a close scrutiny reveals details which arouse grave doubts. 
The ‘ Declaration’ purports to have been written by ' Our Royall Penn ' 
(p. 2) and to have been ‘ Given in Mosco at our Imperial Court’ (p. 6), but 
it is dated in a way quite unusual for Russia, the year being of the Christian 
era, and not that of ‘ Creation.’ Besides, it is hardly possible to believe in the 
Russian origin of numerous and very specific allusions to English political 
struggles, or of the grim abuses of parliament, etc., made in the familiar style 
of English pamphleteers of the period. At the same time the author of the 
‘Declaration’ does not appear to have been quite expert in Russian public 
institutions : otherwise he would not have inserted the clause concerning 
‘acts of naturalizations,’ for this was a West European legal conception out of 
keeping with Russian conditions. In its effect upon the alien’s political status 
the nearest equivalent to an act of naturalization was the Orthodox baptism, 
but those who embraced the Russian faith were for religious reasons never again 
permitted to leave the country, whether they wanted to do it or not. At its 
best, the well-sounding formula is practically senseless when applied to Russian 
conditions, and there is no corresponding clause in the expulsion order of 1649 * 
to explain it. 

Such discrepancies are too fundamental to be merely a matter of faulty 
translation and they rule out any assumption that the text was of Russian origin. 
More convincing might appear the suggestion that the pamphlet was officially 
inspired by the Russian government, but written by an English author. How- 
ever, it is quite unlikely that even a foreigner when speaking in the tsar’s name 
would have dared, or been permitted, to neglect the tsar’s titles by reducing 
them in the heading to the two words * Alexea Imperator "De

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Consequently, all circumstances lead to the conclusion that the ‘ Declaration ’ 
was a shrewd fabrication, intended to serve the royalist cause by making use 
of the actual situation in Russia and of the tsar’s attitude in particular. Its date, 
"20 September 1649, shows that the ' Declaration’ was written imaediael: 
after the first news of the expulsion order against the English had reached 
Holland and England. We have seen above that the pamphlet was printed 
in the following year, 1.e. in 1650. 

In contrast to the date, the place of publication is not disclosed. Nor is 
any printer's or publisher's name mentioned. Possibly these particulars were 
withheld with the purpose of intensifying the illusion in regard to the origin of 
the ‘ Declaration.’ In spite of the care taken, the story of the pamphlet is not 
as obscured as intended. At any rate some useful indications may be gained 
in connexion with the ‘ generall Diett which wee desire may be convoked at 
Antwerp, in the Dukedom of Brabant.’ Antwerp was certainly an exceedingly 
suitable place in view of the warm reception accorded to Charles II on 1 and 
2 July 1649,* as well as on account of the ' many worthy persons of his own 
nation who had chosen that place to spend the time of their banishment in.’ 3 
But Antwerp was not the only, nor the most important royalist centre, and this 
makes it probable that Antwerp was selected because the author himself was 
among the worthy persons who had chosen that place to spend the time of their 
banishment in. Unfortunately there seems to be little chance of guessing 
the author's name, nor is it possible to decide whether any particular sig- 
nificance was attached to the 10 April 1650 as the date of the suggested 
congress. 

In the printed catalogue of the Thomason collection the ‘ Declaration ' is 
entered among the tracts of 1651,4 in accordance with the handwritten date 
"Feb. 16 ' added by Thomason on the title-page bearing the year 1650. ‘This is 
obviously the date of acquisition by the collector, and not the date of publication, 
.. for it is improbable that the * Declaration ' was published not only seventeen 
months after it had been ' given,’ but also ten months after the day of the 
‘ Diett? to which it invited ; in all probability it was issued before ro April

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1650. The long time it took the pamphlet to reach Thomason confirms the 
suggestion that it was published abroad, most likely in Holland or Flanders. 

On the last page of the pamphlet, right at the bottom, is an anonymous 
manuscript note partly cut away by the binder. It is placed in a reversed 
position to the printed text, and it is the beginning that is missing. The script 
is partly faded. Nevertheless the end of the sentence is to some extent legible : 
* . . constered ower againest England . . . [?]’. Had it been preserved this 
contemporary comment (by Thomason ?) might have been helpful in deter- 
miningsome of the points in question, and thus reducing the number of 
conjectures liable to error. | 

Yet if we are deprived of means to establish definitely all conclusions we 
arrived at, there still remains the possibility of corroborating some of them 
indirectly. Worth mentioning in this connexion is one contemporary Russian 
report sent by a Russian diplomat on his way to Stockholm in 1650. Among 
the political items he had heard was the news that although the war with the 
emperor was over, and the queen of Sweden had withdrawn her forces from the 
interior of Germany, her troops had as yet not been disbanded. They were 
being kept in readiness in Pomerania and other places on account of the repeated 
appeals for help made by the son of the late king of England. The queen was 
willing to help because many kings and the Dutch states had promised to 
support the prince against the parliament | 

This information was obtained from a Swedish official immediately after 
the Russian envoy had crossed the Swedish frontier near Nyenskans on 3 May 
1650, Consequently more than three weeks had elapsed since the date of the 
* Diett’ alleged to have been convoked by the tsar. Yet the Russian report 
does not contain the slightest direct or indirect indication of any Russian partici- 
pation in the international expedition, which corresponded completely to the 
scheme put forward in the ‘ Declaration ' bearing the tsar’s name. 

At the same time the report gives the impression that the negotiations had 
been carried out well ahead of the schedule proposed by the ' Declaration.’ 
Indeed, the idea of military intervention was not new. Plans to raise troops 
for Charles II had been ventilated by German rulers since the spring of 1649. 
There had also been discussions as to who should be in command of the 


proposed ‘ Armada against England.’ 2-

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It is true, all these and other similar projects were gradually turned down, 
and the Swedish help, in particular, was not as certain as the Swedish spokesman 
had made the Russian diplomat believe.! But for our purpose it is superfluous 
to assess the merits of the report in all its details. Important is merely the fact 
that rumours concerning international intervention were not confined to state 
chancelleries, and that they spread very probably in connexion with an intense 
propaganda campaign in which some sort of rôle had been assigned also to the 
‘Declaration of His Imperial Majestie, The most High and Mighty Potentate, 
Alexea, Emperor of Russia.’

Tux exact procedure followed by the sheriff between the receipt of the writ 
commanding the election of knights of the shire preparatory to the sitting of 
a parliament and his return to that writ is a matter about which there is but 
little information. Before the statute of 1406 outlined the method by which 
knights and burgesses were to be chosen,* we are dependent for our knowledge 
of the subject on the form of the writs (where all too often historians have 
placed undue emphasis upon the use of the verb e/igo) and on the allegations 
and insinuations of petitions and accounts of disputed elections? of the latter 
half of the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries, when political considerations had 
increased the desirability of being returned to parliament. For the early part 
of the fourteenth century, when representation was comparatively new and 
records of election disputes rare, the orthodox views that it was customary for 
elections of knights of the shire to be held in the county courts and that the 
right of election was a privilege of which the value was not adequately appre- 
ciated * are generally accepted because proof to the contrary is not abundant. 
In view of the darkness surrounding early ‘ elections,’ an unusual interest 
may be found in a presentment made in 1338 in the court of king's bench by 
the jurors of Radfield and Cheveley in Cambridgeshire.5 They complained 
that, contrary to ancient custom which required the knights to be elected * per 
probiores homines comitatus in pleno comitatu,' the sheriffs of the preceding 
seven years, upon receipt of their writs, ' eligunt sibi aliquem socium ad volun- 
tatem suam sine eleccione comitatus extra comitatum contra consuetudinem.’ 8 


Three conclusions are immediately suggested by the charge. First, the

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verb eAgo had not yet acquired a technical. meaning.t Here in one short 
sentence ‘ election ' is applied both to the free choice of the county court and 
to the personal selection by the sheriff. It is not the term but the distinction 
between the two methods, fortunately indicated in the passage, that is the 
crucial point. Second, it is evident that at least the Jurors of the two hundreds 
had a definite conception of the procedure implied by the writ and of what 
custom prescribed when the delivery of the writ to the sheriff had taken place. 
Third, the charge leaves no doubt that some modification is necessary for 
Stubbs’ assertion that ' the right of election was not duly valued.’ ? 

For purposes of clarity the returns of the elections and the sheriff to whom 
the writs were sent may be arranged in tabulated form.?

P. 367). 

William de Rushton, kt.: appointed a justice of the peace in Cambridgeshire in 1338 (C.P.R., 
1338—40, p. I 36); ; in 1340 a surveyor of the collection of the ninth in the same county (ibid. 1340-3, 
p. 27); a commissioner of sewers in 1342 (ibid. 1340—3, p. 450) ; commissioned to arrest all persons 
who prosecuted appeals in derogation of the king's right to present to the church of Hadenham (ibid.

William Warde, kt. : exempted 12 Oct. 1335 for life from being put on juries or recognizances 
and from being made a minister of the king against his will (02.

John Dengayne : sheriff and escheator in cos. Cambridge and Huntingdon, 4 Nov. 1345-13 Nov. 
1347 (P.R.O. Sheriffs, p. 12; P.R.O. Escheators, p. 12); a collector of the triennial fifteenth and 
tenth in 1337 (C.F.R., 1337—47, p. 27); appointed in 1340 and 1341 to collect and sell the ninth 
(ibid. p. 501; C.P.R., 1340—3, p. 153) ; a collector of the fifteenth and tenth in 1344 and 1345 
(C.F.R., 1337-475 PP- 391, 434); a collector of the wool loaned to the king in 1347 (ibid. 1347-56,

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The sheriff during this period was invariably one of the knights returned, a 
practice not challenged until 1339.1 Muschet returned himself at least six times 
during his two terms of office, and Lacy and Lymbury returned themselves once. 
So far as the printed calendars contribute to our knowledgeof the personnel of the 
knights who were not sheriffs when returned, it seems safe to conclude that they 
were drawn from that small circle of men who were actively concerned with the 
county administration. ‘They were frequently colleagues on commissions of 
the peace, of oyer and terminer, of assize, of gaol delivery, and of sewers. 
They served as sheriffs, escheators, and tax-collectors. It is significant more- 
over that the knights who sat in parliament in the seven years under con- 
sideration had been returned to parliament before the sheriffs were accused of 
failing to abide by the instructions in the writs, or were returned again after 
the complaint presumably secured election in the county court. The one 
exception was John de Brigham, twice returned by Muschet.? Bassingburne 
sat once in 1331, three times in 1332, and returned himself twice when sheriff.® 
De la Haye sat again in 1339.4 Rushton sat twice in 1339 and once in 1340.5 
Warde was probably the same knight who was returned twice in 1348 and once 
in 1352.6 Dengayne sat six times between 1338 and 1351.7 Muschet, who 
appears in the coram rege roll as the arch offender, was returned again in 1344 
and 1351.8 

Barring possible rivalries within the county about which nothing is known, 
the return of the same men in the next decade suggests, not that the knights 
were unacceptable to the commonalty of Cambridgeshire, but rather that the 
men of the shire considered the right of election a privilege not lightly to be 
disregarded, 

Of equal interest is the presentment made by the same jurors alleging a 
breach of custom in the assessment of the charges of the knights. Custom, it 
was asserted, demanded that one-third of the costs should be levied on the Isle 
of Ely. Muschet, Lymbury and Lacy were said to have levied the entire

? In view of the claims advanced by the inhabitants of the Isle in 1635-6 with regard to the levy 
of ship money, it is of interest that the jurors of 1338 made no mention of a document drawn up so 
recently as 18 Edw. JJ. On roSept. 1635 Robert Balany, sheriff of Cambridgeshire, informed the council 
that the * islanders’ had produced an authentic record testifying to their responsibility for only a fifth 
part of the levy. The record was alleged to have been made in 18 Edw. II after many complaints (Ca/. 
5.P.D., 1635, p. 375). Early in the next year, Thomas Chicheley, Balany’s successor, notified the 
king that the residens of the Isle had failed to inform him in their petition that it had been settled for 
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charge on the men outside the Isle, thus permitting the men within the liberty 
to escape the burden. 

If other evidence were not available, it might be suspected that the sheriffs 
had some reason for showing such favour to theliberty. The truth of the matter, 
however, seems to be that they were powerless to overcome the obstacles placed 
in their way by the residents of the Isle, in which the bishop of Ely exercised 
a temporal jurisdiction second only to that of the bishop of Durham. The 
difficulties confronting the sheriffs appear clearly in a plea begun in the exchequer 
in Michaelmas 3 Ric. II by Roger Harlaston and John Sybille, who had sat 
for the county of Cambridge in the Gloucester parliament. They claimed that 
they had presented the sheriff, William Moigne, with a writ de expensis for 
L14 8s. and had received only £6 8s. in return. Moigne averred that the 
expenses ought by custom to be levied by the suitors at the county court after 
the receipt of the writ. Of this sum, a third part, or £4 9s., was assessed on 
the vills within the liberty of the bishop of Ely within the Isle ' sicut semper ab 
antiquo assideri solebat inter villatas infra Insulam predictam.' When he went 
to collect the sum due from these vills the men declared that they would never 
pay it! It was likewise, perhaps, the strong insistence of the men of the Isle on 
being free of the levy which earlier in the century caused the sheriffs, who were 
either unable to collect or were desirous of avoiding friction, to shift the entire 
responsibility to the people resident outside the Isle. 

The importance of the second complaint is in the light it throws on the 
antiquity of a struggle that was in progress a century before a solution was 
found that was satisfactory to residents both of the Isle and of the county outside 
the Isle. This is an early appearance of ‘those great debates and discords 
between the commons and inhabitants of the county of Cambridge and the 
commons and inhabitants of the Isle of Ely,’ which it was hoped would be 
‘perpetually extinguished’ when in 1431 the residents of the Isle gave the 
county £200 to purchase lands, tenements, rents or services to the value of 
twenty marks annually to be used to defray the third part of the wages of the 
knights, due from the Isle.?

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Tus unhappy accident which caused the death of the warden of New College 
on 18th April deprives the historical world of a character of outstanding 
importance. Herbert Albert Laurens Fisher, born in 1865, had a notable 
political career in the years between 1916 and 1925, and was, as minister, 
responsible for the Education Act of 1918 and for the improvement in salaries 
for teachers embodied in the Burnham scale. Two other events during his: 
tenure of office call for grateful commemoration here. It was by his advice 
that, in 1920, the Government bought from the Duke of Bedford the eleven 
acres in Bloomsbury that were destined to be, as he intended, a site for the 
central buildings of the university, though they were re-sold in 1926 and had 
to be bought back, with the aid of the Rockefeller Foundation, in 1927. But 
meanwhile, as soon as the site was acquired, the Institute had been established 
there ; and Herbert Fisher opened it, in July 1921. His speech showed his 
full appreciation of the ideas underlying Dr. Pollard’s scheme for the Institute, 
which he described as ‘a centre of historical research close to the great national 
magazines of historical knowledge,’ the British Museum and the Record 
Office, the foundation of which marked ‘a notable stage in the development of 
historical studies in this country.’ He also inaugurated, the following week, 
the first Anglo-American conference of historians. As a historian he embraced 
in his interests the whole field of ancient and modern history, though his most 
valuable work in his early years was his thorough study of ' The Medieval 
. Empire,’ which gave body and solidity to the conception familiar to most 
readers from Bryce's brilliant essay. Other works were ‘ Studies in Napoleonic 
Statesmanship ’ (1903), ' Bonapartism ' (1908), and a study of ‘ Napoleon’ 
written for the Home University Library. He also contributed to the Political 
History of England a volume on the early Tudors. His great ‘ History of 
Europe,' the work of his later years, valuable as it is as history, is even more 
valuable as an exposition of the now almost forgotten Liberal creed. 


* * * * * * * 
In the turmoil of the beginnings of the war, the death of Charles Bémont 


(d. 20 Sept. 1939) failed to be recorded in the BurLerın. It must not pass 
without a tardy tribute to his services to English history. His life of Simon 
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de Montfort broke new ground in the history of the thirteenth century, and the 
second edition, published in English in 1930, though not completely supersed- 
ing the original edition, adds new details to the history of Guienne. Besides 
this he continued the edition of the ‘Rôles Gascons’ in the ‘ Documents 
inédits, begun by Francisque-Michel, down to 1307, and added an introduc- 
tion which is of primary importance to all students of the English administration 
in Gascony. His great knowledge of Anglo-French relations in the middle 
ages, and his steady friendship and benevolence to English scholars, will not 
soon be forgotten by those who knew him. 


* * ^ * * * * 


Professor Bronislaw Dembinski, who died in January, was, like Herbert 
Fisher, a politician as well as an historian, and became an under-secretary in 
the ministry of education in Poland. He was wel known in England both 
as an historian and as a member of the Inter-Parliamentary World Union, and 
many English historians made his acquaintance at the Warsaw meeting of the 
Historical Congress in 1933. Between 1892 and 1923 he taught history in 
the universities of Cracow, Lwow, and Warsaw, becoming honorary professor 
in the latter year in the university of Poznan. Of his many books the most 
important was ' Poland on her parting-way, dealing with the partitions of, 
Poland and her history in the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. When 
the war broke out he had nearly finished a history of Stanislaus Augustus, the 
last king of Poland, many of the documents for which he had copied with his 
own hands at the British Museum.

Herman Kantorowicz (d. 12 Feb.), born in 1877 at Poznan, a distinguished 
criminal lawyer, was dismissed from his post as professor of criminal law at 


Kiel in 1933, and took refuge in America. He taught in New York in 1933-4, - 


and then came to England, where he held seminars at the London School of 
Economics in 1934—5 and at Cambridge-in 1935—7, teaching in the faculties 
of law and history. He lost his post at Kiel for political reasons, but especially 
on account of having been commissioned to write a book to prove German 
innocence of ' war-guil, which when completed reached a diametrically 
opposite conclusion. His last work was an edition of some hitherto unpub- 
lished “ Glossators of the Roman law.’ At his death he was assistant-director 
of research in law at Cambridge, a lecturer at All Souls', Oxford, and David 
Murray lecturer at Glasgow. 
* * * * * E * 
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Robert Kerr Hannay (d. 19 March), professor of Scottish history at Edin- 
burgh since 1911, and historiographer royal for Scotland since 1930, born in 
1867, received a classical education at Glasgow and Oxford, and was appointed 
lecturer in history at St. Andrews in 1901. He was curator of the Historical 
Department of H.M. Register House in Edinburgh, where he edited the 
rentals of St. Andrews and Dunkeld. He also edited the ‘ Acts of the Lords of 
the Council, 1501-54,’ and the ‘ Register of the Privy Council of Scotland, 
1648-9.’ His most valuable work was probably his insistence on the fuller 
use of records in Scottish history, which led to much new light on the Scottish 
constitution. He was chairman of the Council of the Scottish History Society, 
for which he was editing a calendar of ‘ Letters of James III and James IV ' at 
` the time of his death. At the same time he was working on a Record publication 
‘Latin Letters of James V. Many historical workers will remember with 
pleasure the unfailing kindness of the most distinguished of the small band of 
Scottish mediaevalists. . |

William Robert Scott (d. 3 April), born in 1868, and educated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, was a philosopher and political economist. He taught both 
subjects at St. Andrews, and became Adam Smith professor of political economy 
- at Glasgow in 1915. As an economic historian he deserves mention for his 
life of Adam Smith and for his work on the history of joint-stock companies, 
which is not only of first-class importance for the history of the seventeenth 
and early eighteenth centuries, but has a special value for the history of London.

The death on 21st April of the duke of Rutland will be regretted by the 
many historians who have had to consult the Belvoir MSS. and have profited 
both by the courtesy of the owner and his skill as an amateur photographer of 
documents. ‘The most conspicuous figure in our obituary is, of necessity, Lord 
Tweedsmuir (d. 12 Feb.) ; but for that very reason his career needs no detailed 
record in the BurieriN. He wrote a ' History of the Great War,’ and bio- 
graphies of Montrose, Oliver Cromwell, Julius Caesar, and Augustus, and in 
some of his novels and stories showed that gift of historical imagination which 
made Sir Walter Scott, with all his inaccuracies, so valuable an historian.

We have been asked by the President of the Society of Antiquaries to help 
in enlisting co-operation in the production of another important work, a new 
edition of Papworth's ‘ Ordinary of Arms,’ published in 1874 and long out of 
print The following is extracted from a circular issued by that society : 


A dictionary of coat-armour that enables the bearer of any arms to be traced is recognised 
by all who have to use heraldry as an indispensable work. In its scope and the excellence 
of its plan Papworth’s ‘ Ordinary’ surpassed its predecessors ; it has never been superseded, 
but the course of time has inevitably left it out of date and incomplete. ‘The Society is now 
anxious to enlist help in the task of collecting material for a new edition, the general editorship 
of which has been entrusted to two of its Fellows, Mr. S. M. Collins and Mr. A. R. Wagner, 
Portcullis Pursuivant. Societies or individuals can help by drawing up schedules of heraldic 
material in or relating to their own districts, and by organising local expert knowledge. 
‘The main types of material to be borne in mind are :—{i) Arms on tombs and buildings ; 
(11) arms on seals ; (iii) heraldic manuscripts and special collections in public or private hands ; 
(iv) existing catalogues or accounts of any of the above. l 

If those willing to help would communicate in the first place with the secretary of their 
local antiquarian society it would avoid duplication of effort.

Since our last number was issued about a hundred research workers have 
returned to the Institute, and fourteen have been admitted for the first time, 
among them some of last year's graduates beginning research while waiting 
to becalledup. Nearly all the rest are using the Institute only during the brief 
intervals of leisure they occasionally have in the midst of their various war-time 
activities, to keep alive their historical interests and the research on which 
they were engaged at the outbreak of war. Access to the libraries is also 
facilitating the continuance of such series as the Royal Historical Society's 
" Writings on British History,’ the Historical Association's ‘ History’ and 
‘Annual Bulletin,’ and the volumes issued by the Survey of English Place- 
names. The seminars conducted by Professor Hilda Johnstone and Mr. A. V. 
Judges have been revived, and a joint course on Methods and Sources is being 
given by five teachers of the university.

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‘The Medieval Fenland? By H.C. Darby. C.U.P. 1940. 125. 6d. 
‘The Draining of the Fens’ By H. C. Darby. C.U.P. 1940. 215. 


In these two volumes Dr. Darby traces the history of the Fenland from the earliest 
times to the present day. His work is of particular value as this district of swamp and fen 
forms an isolated unit and presents many unique economic problems. Aerial photography 
(e.g. Fenland, pl. 2) has revealed evidence of extensive settlement here in Romano-British 
times, but with the coming of the Saxons the whole district deteriorated into swamps 1n 
which islands were inhabited by an independent race, suspicious and suspected of their 
neighbours, or by ascetic religious, or temporarily by bands of rebels and outlaws. By means 
of diagrammatic maps compiled from Domesday statistics, Dr. Darby demonstrates the 
thinness of population and meagreness of arable agriculture in comparison with neighbouring 
upland districts, and from monastic chronicles and other sources he shows how from at least 
the twelfth century onwards there was a continuous reclamation of the fenland, which 
became arable and pasture, the richer for normal flooding but liable to ruin from abnormal 
rains or incursions of the sea. ‘The story is one of a constant struggle not only between 
man and the elements but also between the great monastic landowners and peasantry. T'he 
complication of rival interests in such matters as intercommoning rights is well shown in 
maps (Fenland, figs. 12 and 13) and supported by documentary evidence. Moreover, the 
reclamation of fen injured those whose meagre living depended on fen products—fish, peat, 
and sedge—and led to riots ; and successful embanking by one landowner often meant injury 
to his neighbour. All through the mediaeval period the problems were tackled only by 
individual landowners, usually monastic houses, with a certain control exercised by com- 
missions of sewers. It was not until the seventeenth century that any attempt was made to 
treat the problems as a whole and carry out drainage operations on a large scale. With 
these Dr. Darby's second volume deals ; and here again we have a story of jealousies, increased 
by the employment of the Dutch engineer Vermuyden, and the clash of vested interests. 
Even when these were overcome, there remained such problems as the silting up of the river 
beds and their outfalls, never completely solved, and the rapid shrinkage of the drained peat 
which lowered the ground level and necessitated pumping, first with windmills and later 
with steam pumps. 

'The whole story of the conversion of a tract of malarial swamp into one of the richest 
agricultural districts of England is told by Dr. Darby with skill and lucidity and with a mass 
of detail drawn from a wide range of sources, all of which are fully indicated in his footnotes. 
The maps and diagrams are numerous and enlightening, and the photographic plates are not 
only illustrative but in many instances pleasant to look upon.

‘Heralds and Heraldry in the Middle Ages.” By A. R. Wagner, Portcullis Pursuivant. 
Humphrey Milford, Oxford. 1939. Ios. 6d. 

Mr. Wagner shows that the first appearance of true heraldry belongs to the second 
quarter of the twelfth century, and that about fifty years later there are found ‘heralds,’ who 
seem to be expected to identify coats of arms. References to heralds become increasingly 
numerous, but until the end of the thirteenth century they seem always tobe associated with, 
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and often described as, minstrels. In fact the early herald was largely a publicity agent for 
the lord whom he served, shouting for him in the tournament and singing his exploits 
afterwards. With the spread of the use of armorial bearings heralds seem to have become 
the recognised experts on the subject and to have drawn those collections of shields which 
survive as Rolls of Arms. Their influence grew during the Hundred Years War, and the 
reign of Henry V saw the establishment of Garter King of Arms, but Mr. Wagner shows 
that his supremacy was by no means unchallenged by the provincial kings. By the sixteenth 
century they had the monopoly of allowing established arms, defacing those wrongly assumed, 
and granting new coats to men of reasonable blood and unquestioned wealth ; and also of 
holding * visitations,’ at first concerned solely with arms but gradually becoming more and 
more genealogical. ‘The story of this development of the herald, from the bardic chrysalis 
to the tabarded butterfly, is told by Mr. Wagner with ample documentation, with sidelights 
from other European countries but the main emphasis on the English system, which had 
several features peculiar to itself. Useful appendices include an account of a visitation of 
London in 1530, hitherto unprinted and of much interest. But is it professional jealousy 
that makes Portcullis assert that that amateur heraldic expert, Simon de Montfort’s barber, 
identified the banners of the advancing host at Evesham wrongly? Asa fact his identifications 
were correct, but the banners had been captured and were being used as camou flage.

On 23 May, while this number was in the press, the Institute. was closed 
to research workers, circumstances having made it impossible for the govern- 
ment department concerned to continue to allow them access to the building.

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CLXXX]I.—.f study, mainly from royal 
wardrobe accounts, of the nature and 
organtzation of the king’s messenger 
service from the reign of Fohn to that of 
Edward III inclustve. By Mary C. 
Hii, M.A. 


The objects of this thesis were first, to 
show that the messenger service maintained 
by English kings from -the late twelfth 
century onwards formed a distinct and 
organized unit within the royal household, 
and second, to describe the relation of these 
messengers to the household in its administra- 
tive and domestic capacities. 

Under the Norman kings, letter-carrying 
was a duty often imposed on serjeanty 
tenants, but by the thirteenth century the 
serjeant messenger had been replaced by the 
professional household servant. Of these 
there were two classes, messengers on horse- 
back (nunci regis) and messengers on foot 
(cokimi and cursores), both carefully dis- 
tinguished in wardrobe and exchequer ac- 
counts from solemn envoys with discretionary 
powers. The term cofinus, first found in 
1251, was commonly used under Edward I 
to describe the messenger on foot. It was 
replaced in wardrobe accounts after 1315, 
and in exchequer accounts after 1325, by the 
parallel term cursor, but the new name did 
not introduce any change in personnel or 
status. Nunc, cokini, and cursores were all 
professional messengers in regular employ- 
ment, with a recognized position among the 
king’s servants. “They were appointed by 
the king, swore fidelity to him, carried his 
badge as their warrant, and often remained 
in his service for life. Between twelve and 
fifteen nuncii regis, and between twenty-five 
and forty cursores were generally employed 
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in the wardrobe, in addition to messengers 
attached to chancery, exchequer, chamber, or 
subordinate royal households. 

The messenger service at the beginning of 
our period was controlled by chancery as the 
main secretariat, its expenses until 1233 
being met entirely by writs of Zberate. No 
nuncii section appears in the first enrolled 
wardrobe account for 1224—7. The corre- 
sponding account for 1234—6, however, in- 
cludes messenger expenses, and the extension 
of wardrobe authority to the messenger 
service probably dates from  Kirkham's 
assumption of keepership in May 1234. 
Nuncit form a separate item in all full and 
enrolled wardrobe accounts under Edward I 
and II, expenditure fluctuating with the 
political situation. But the limitations im- 
posed on curial administration by the ordi- 
nances of 1318, 1323, and 1324, and the 
final subjugation of the wardrobe during 
Edington's treasurership, brought the mes- 
sengers in 1342 under exchequer control. 
Henceforward, the wardrobe was only re- 
sponsible for a fraction of the total messenger 
expenditure, most of which was transferred 
from its account to the issue roll of the 


exchequer. 
The transference may be illustrated thus :

A table of wardrobe and exchequer ex- 
penditure under this head from 1234-1337 
and a set of graphs illustrating its rise and fall 
are included in the thesis. 

Administrative change§ did not affect the 
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position of messengers within the household, 
of which they remained members, the nuncii 
regis fully, and the cursores in a restricted 
sense. Nuncii were entitled to receive 
clothing, food, stabling, a share in royal gifts, 
the services of special grooms, and wages for 
each day spent ‘in court’, Cursores were 
not fed or clothed, but could be ‘ retained ’ 
in the king’s service at a fixed wage. Both 
groups were controlled by wardrobe officers; 
could be disciplined by the steward or 
marshal, and were forbidden to leave court 
without permission of seneschal or treasurer. 
At this period, no official messenger master 
was appointed, but each group selected a 
senior amongst themselves who collected 
wages and gifts for his companions. 

The messenger’s primary duty was to 
deliver letters. Some 300 to 400 home 
journeys a year were made, bringing letters 
patent and close under great and privy seals, 
writs, commissions, statutes, and instructions 
to every sheriff. Royal letters addressed to 
individuals were also given to the sheriff to 
be forwarded. Foreign journeys averaged 
fifteen to twenty a year, for diplomatic com- 
munications were maintained only with the 
court of Rome and with English possessions 
overseas. In addition, messengers were 
employed to arrest and convey prisoners, 
transport money or valuables, escort foreign 
envoys, and act as spies. Expenses incurred 
in travel at home were first calculated as 
3d. a day for nuncii and cokini, though the 
allowance for cokint was reduced by Edward I 
to 2d. By 1377, however, mounted mes- 
sengers might receive as much as 6d. daily, 
and couriers’ allowances were increased in 
wartime. For journeys abroad, a lump sum 
was advanced, to be accounted for on the 
messenger’s return ; and a transcript of one 
such account for a Journey to Avignon in 
1343 (E.101. 312/4) forms Appendix C of 
this thesis. Allowances, instructions, and 
letters from chancery were handed to mes- 
sengers by wardrobe officials, but exchequer 
writs were collected from that department 
through the usher, who kept a record of 


their dispatch. Messengers, mounted or 
unmounted, seldom journeyed more than 
twenty miles a day, and night travel was 
rare. Post horses could be hired on the 
Dover and York roads, and though most 
messengers relied on their own horses, claims 
were sometimes made for posting expenses. 
Extra too was spent on boat-hire at Dover. 
Guides were necessary in Scotland and 
abroad, while messengers sent overseas needed 
safe-conducts from foreign powers. 

The head of every mediaeval household 
was responsible for his servants’ welfare, and 
every king made some provision for sick or 
aged messengers, either by temporary gift or 
permanent grant of exchequer pension, estab- 
lished alms, remunerative office, or corrody. 
Henry III’s messengers generally received a 
pension from the exchequer or regular alms 
from the sheriff, but all these grants were 
revoked by Edward I during 1275 and 
1276. Corrodies, hitherto unusual, became 
common, and their number increased under 
Edward II. This brought opposition. Some 
houses obtained promises of immunity from 
the king himself. Others evaded new 
demands with excuses and passive resistance ; 
and Edward III was obliged to provide from 
his own resources for most of his super- 
annuated messengers. Formerly only nuncii 
had benefited from these grants but now 
the system was extended to cursores and the 
pensions increased in value. Remunerative 
offices, such as gaolkeeper, bailiff, gatekeeper, 
parker, or ‘ portejoie ° of chancery, were also 
bestowed more freely by Edward III. 

The mediaeval king’s messenger had a 
responsible position, a recognized place among 
the king’s servants, and the chance of a 
pension. ‘The post was therefore sought by 
men of the yeoman type, sons of smallholders, 
shopkeepers, or petty officials, Wardrobe 
and exchequer accounts which enable us to 
follow the professional careers of royal nuncit 
and cursores, show that long service was the 
general rule, and that son may often have 
succeeded father in the office. “Thus an 
unbroken succession of messengers carrying 
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the royal coat of arms on their bags can 
be traced from the thirteenth century to 
the present corps of king’s foreign service 
messengers. When Edward VII replaced 
the royal arms with his monogram as the 
messengers’ badge, he broke a tradition 
which can be traced back at least six hundred 


years.

CLXXXU.—The court of star chamber, 
1603-41, with special reference to the 
period 1625-41. By H. E. I. PHILLIPS, 
M.A.1 


Miss Elfreda Skelton (now Mrs. J. E. 
Neale) has shown? that under Elizabeth the 
court of star chamber exercised a jurisdic- 
tion as beneficial as it was popular. Under 
the Stuarts, however, a few outstanding cases 
have sufficed to invest the last years of the 
court with an odium which later historians 
have not sought to dispel. The aim of this 
thesis is to penetrate the silence of missing 
records and to discover how the court was 
functioning during these years, whether it 
was oppressive, and why it had finally to be 
abolished. 

The almost total loss of the written pro- 
ceedings for Charles’s reign makes this task 
appear formidable at first, but by resorting 
to a new source and by piecing together 
scattered items of information, it is possible 
to construct a satisfactory case-history. 

Miss Skelton realized that many more 
cases were initiated in a single year than 
possibly could be heard in the limited time 
at the court’s disposal, and she visualized the 
possibility of heavy arrears. Buta survey of 
cases over the period 1626-31 shows that in 
fact very few cases ever reached the stage 
of being set down in the book of hearings. 
Out of 775 cases initiated between the be- 
ginning of Hilary term 1626/7 and the end 
of Michaelmas vacation 1627/8 in only go, 
that is 113 per cent., did the parties reach the 
stage of calling witnesses ; while only 27, 
that is 34 per cent., appear to have been set 
down in the book of hearings. The lapse of

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time between the issue of the subpoena ad 
comparendum commencing the suit and the 
suing forth of the writ ad audiendum judicium 
calling the parties into court was not, on an 
average, much over two years ; this cannot 
be considered an inordinate delay. But a 
further lapse of time was still possible before 
the cases came before the judges, for the 
average number set down for hearing in any 
year might just exceed forty, while the 
number actually heard during the same year 
was rather less than forty. Very rarely 
indeed, however, was this delay of more than 
two years’ duration and far more usually it 
lasted less than one. 

Accordingly it cannot be said that the work 
of the star chamber had fallen into arrears. 
Indeed, the lords of the council seem to have 
been very industrious, often sitting in vaca- 
tion when there was a particularly vexed 
question, such as the city of London’s case in 
1634-5 and Bishop Williams’s in 1637. In 
fact, during the latter year, three separate 
cases occupied very nearly three whole terms 
and in addition necessitated nine vacation 
sittings. 

The historian is faced not with a story of 
heavy arrears but with an extraordinary 
number of cases that seem to have been 
allowed to lapse. No reason for this can be 
given with any certainty, but it is suggested 
that the majority of those cases consisted of 
vexatious sults wherein the plaintiff did not 
proceed beyond the stage in which he 
frightened the defendant with a subpoena. 
It 1s also interesting to note that not even 
attorney-general cases were certain of pro- 
ceeding to a hearing. 

Examination of the subject-matter of a 
large number of cases heard during the two 
reigns discloses a vast increase in the pro- 
portion of what are termed ‘ public’ causes, 
that is, matters of state importance. The 
star chamber records give ample evidence of 
the growing opposition to the régime ex- 
pressed in the great scandal cases and in those 
involving breaches of proclamation. ‘The 
court took it upon"itself to counteract this, 
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and, as its competence was based upon 
precedent rather than on statute, it was not 
acting ultra vires, for there were precedents, 
few it is true, under the Tudors. It must, 
however, be emphasized that, although more 
cases of this nature were coming before the 
court, the star chamber up to the very last 
was still fulfilling its earlier function of 
checking the conspiracies and assaults of 
individuals against each other. No fewer 
than 74 per cent. of the cases known to have 
been heard in Charles’s reign were concerned 
with this type of lawlessness, while another 
8 per cent. dealt with manifestations of 
official corruption. The court fell because 
it had attacked the opposition, not because it 
had exceeded its jurisdiction by so doing. 

A study of the punishments awarded 
during Charles’s reign discloses that the 
practice of the star chamber to mitigate or 
to respite fines, and of the exchequer to 
permit their payment in instalments, was 
quite common, and that in this matter the 
court was far more lenient than has been 
imagined. Fines might be cut down by as 
much as nine-tenths of their value, while the 
instalment system was so generous that in 
some cases the exchequer was still receiving 
small sums thirty years after the imposition 
of the original fine. ‘The totals of fines paid 
into the exchequer during Charles’s reign 
were not very large, varying from as little as 
one quarter of one per cent. of the total 
revenue in 1629-30 to the maximum of 
nearly three per cent. in 1637-8. Further, 
it was not more common, perhaps less so, to 
make assignments upon star chamber fines 
than upon any other item of revenue. 
Finally, the cases in which corporal punish- 
ments were imposed were few. 

In general, the court would appear to have 
been a flourishing institution, and its abolition 
a matter of surprise to many contemporaries, 
even to members of parliament. An analysis 
of the parliamentary proceedings in 1641 
discloses that reform was originally intended, 
but that a more violent majority on the 
Commons’ committee responsible for con- 
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sidering the bill insisted on abolition. At 
first the Lords were opposed to abolition. 
Many official reasons were given for the 
ultimate action, but they seem to be excuses 
rather than reasons, and it is suggested in 
conclusion that the organized opposition to 
the court was largely caused by the fact that 
its policy had been dominated by Archbishop 
Laud and his satellites. The sudden reaction 
against the court may be interpreted as a 
phase of the general movement against the 
episcopacy. 

The principal source used is the fine col- 
lection of process books, formerly belonging 
to the clerk of the writs and processes, and 
only recently acquired by the Public Record 
Office. Covering the period 1580-1631, 
they contain entries of every warrant for 
process issued by the clerk of the council in 
the star chamber and, besides being an in- 
valuable guide to litigants, afford an excellent 
though laborious means of tracing cases from 
their inception to their conclusion. “They 
also give some idea of the enormous secre- 
tarial work involved, the process book for 
1631, for example, containing nearly 4,000 
entries. A fine collection of cause-lists, 
formerly the property of Secretary Winde- 
bank, is to be found among the state papers 
domestic for Charles I. “These are of great 
use for the compilation of the case-history of 
the court during the years 1631-9 and are 
supplemented during 1636-8 by an invalu- 
able manuscript in the Bodleian Library 
(Rawl. MS. C. 827) which gives a detailed 
report of each day’s session in the court and 
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covers ten terms. There are many other 
collections of reports in manuscript and in 
print, details of which are tabulated in the 
introduction to Appendix iv. Receipt books 
of the exchequer give much information 
about star chamber fines. 
parliamentary proceedings have been taken 
principally from D'Ewes's Diary of the Long 
Parliament (B.M. Harl. MSS. 162-5). Use 
is made of contemporary pamphlets in 
seeking reasons for the court's fall. 

Appendix i is a note on the fate of the 
star chamber records. Appendix ii gives 
transcripts of star chamber dinner accounts 
(P.R.O. Excheq. Miscell E. 407/55). 
Appendix iii is an alphabetical list of all the 
plaintiffs instituting proceedings during the 
eighteen months beginning with Trinity 
term 1626, with information whether or not 
they proceeded with their cases. Appendix iv 
contains a chronological list of every case 
known to have been heard in the court during 
the reign of Charles. Altogether 384 have 
been traced and, where possible, details of the 
cause at issue and the punishment awarded 
have been added, with full references to the 
sources where further information may be 
found. Appendix v contains miscellaneous 
documents and statistics, including transcripts 
of three agenda-papers for the mitigation of 
fines, a detailed catalogue of receipts of star 
chamber fines in 1634 and 1638, a guide to 
the use of the process books, and a transcript 
of the information against Martin Lumley, 
sheriff of Essex, for his failure to raise Ship 
Money.

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A PROTEAN CLERK OF THE COMMONS 
Tz volume of the Calendar of Patent Rolls 1557—8 (published in August 


1939) requires some revision of the account t of Robert Ormeston, Urmeston, 
or Armstrong, under-clerk of the parliaments and weigher of wool in London. 
Under the date of 2 July 1558 it records that Robert ‘ Urmeston’ was in 
mind to return to chancery his patent of tronager and weigher of wool (granted 
to him for life on 21 May 1554) with intent that it should be granted to 
Christopher * Dune’ for life.? It was pointed out above that Robert Urmeston 
had no children, but a godson Christopher ‘ Downe,’ to whom he bequeathed 
the hangings and other furniture of his chamber in Gray's Inn. This will 
was made on 27 July, and proved on 2 September 1558, when Ormeston was 
about seventy-five years old. It identifies him, therefore, with the ‘ Robert 
Ormeston' who in 1544 held patents for the offices of the clerkship of 
the common house of parliament (in which capacity Cromwell calls him 
" Armestrong ' in 1534), and of the ‘ weyorship of our woll within our porte 
of London,’ and also with the Robert ‘ Urmeston’ who was an ‘ancient’ of 
Gray’s Inn in 1534 and its treasurer in 1542. He had been appointed clerk, 
of the commons on 23 Feb. 1515, but there appears to be no record (unless 
it be in the uncalendared Fine rolls) of his appointment as weigher of wool ; 
he is described as such, and as commons’ clerk, in his exemption from 
attending Henry VIII on his expedition to Boulogne in 1544. 

Trouble arises from the fact that one William Knight had, on 23 March 
1522, been granted the succession to Sir William Thomas (d. 1543) as 
' troner and peiser’ of wool in London. This William Knight and his brother 
Thomas Knight owed their advancement to Thomas Wriothesley, first earl of

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Southampton and lord chancellor. Thomas Knight had married Wriothesley’s 
sister Anne (b. 1§08),! and profited most : he succeeded Wriothesley as clerk 
of the signet on 14 April 1540, and Sir William Paget as clerk of the parliaments 
in 1544, dying before 11 July 1550." It would appear that, by some unrecorded 
transaction, his brother William had exchanged his claim to the weighorship 
of wool for other offices culminating in a mastership of gold and silver assays 
in the Tower of London and Southwark (7 April 1545) and the vice-treasurer- 
ship of the Tower? On 5 Nov. 1552 he surrendered his mastership of assays 
in return for £40 a year ‘ until promoted to some dignity of equal value '* ; 
but his opinion on assays was stil being sought on 19 April 1553, and his 
surrender does not seem to have been completed, for on 10 Feb. 1554 he 
again surrendered—and was re-granted—his mastership of assay." On 21 May 
following, however, he surrendered the tronage and peisage of wool (which 
had been granted him in survivorship on 23 March 1522) ® ‘ with intent that 
the said office should be granted to Robert Urmeston, gentleman.’ On 
6 Feb. 1555 he was appointed one of the company of Merchant Adventurers 
to North parts, and was still master of the assay of the Mint on 28 Feb. 1556, 
but died before 11 July 1557.7 He must be distinguished from another 
contemporary William Knight who was entrusted with large victualling 
contracts for Henry VIII’s 1544 campaign, became customer of Southampton, 
and was in serious trouble with the privy council during 1556-8, but survived 
his namesake until 1 561.? 

It is clear that Ormeston (Urmston) was under a cloud during the reign of 
Edward VI, if not earlier, and hís chancery suits against the reforming Bayntons 
in 1546 may not have endeared him to that party." The latest reference to 
him, except as treasurer of Gray's Inn, in Henry VIII’s ‘ Letters and Papers ' 
is his exemption of 8 August 1544; there is only one reference to him in the 
&ve volumes of the calendar of Edward VI's patent rolls, and that is a licence 
to someone else to grant him lands.? He was formally superseded, without

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mention of his name, as clerk of the commons by John Seymour in 1547, and 
may not have acted as clerk in the sessions of 1545-7 ; and William Knight 
had obviously recovered the tronage and peisage of wool which he surrendered 
again to Urmeston in Mary’s reign, but regaining his mastership of assays, in 
which he was succeeded by Thomas Gravesend on 21 July 15577 Ormeston 
(Urmeston) was at least sixty-eight years of age in 1553, and that may have 
prevented Mary from restoring him to the clerkship of the commons ; the 
tronage and peisage was probably a less onerous obligation. 

It is, however, significant that John Seymour was not removed when 
Warwick deposed Somerset in 1549, when Mary succeeded Edward VI, nor 
when Elizabeth succeeded Mary in 1558, and that this period coincided with 
the initiation and rapid development of the commons’ journals. Seymour's 
retention of office in three Tudor reigns was testimony to the efficiency of his 
parliamentary services ; and the fact that he, unlike his predecessors, held no 
other appointment—except such as normally fell to a country gentleman— 
justice of the peace, escheator, and collector of taxes voted by parliament— 
indicates the growing importance of the commons' clerk and the more exacting 
nature of his duties. 

One other small correction may be made. In commenting on Seymour's 
treatment of the bi-sextile day in the leap-year of 1552, I suggested that the 
mysterious ‘q’ appended, after ‘ Mercurii 24° Februarii! in the printed 
commons’ journal to * Jovis quoque 24°,’ meant 'viz.'? I find, however, that 
the bi-sextile day in the Roman calendar was distinguished as follows : 
‘24 Feb. ante diem VI Kal. Mart. posteriorem ' and 25 Febr. ante diem VI 
Kal. Mart. priorem,' the backward Roman reckoning from 1 March making 
24 Feb. ‘posteriorem’ to the 25th, and the 25th ' priorem ' to the 24th.? 
The ‘q’’ after ‘Jovis quoque 24°,’ following ‘ Mercurii 24» Februarii, is 
therefore a misprint for ‘ pr[iorem].' I have not found in either lords' or 
commons’ journals another equally meticulous indication of classical scholarship.

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DUCHY OF LANCASTER PRESENTATIONS, 
1399-1485 


THE following list contains details of the 
‘ecclesiastical patronage exercised by the 
Duchy of Lancaster from 1399 to 1485, as 
recorded in the Duchy records of that 
period now in the Public Record Office. 
It refers to 92 churches (part I), 18 monastic 
houses (part II), three colleges (part III), 
I4 free chapels (part IV), 13 chantries 
(part V), and r4 hospitals (part VI). In 
some instances the patronage was temporarily 
exercised by the Duchy because the par- 
ticular advowson was in the king's hands on 
account of the minority of an heir (e.g. 
Brailsford, Middleton, Gressenhall chantry), 
or for some other reason (Walton on Trent). 
‘The right of presenting was sometimes 
granted una vice, and some of the advowsons 
were granted away in the period (e.g. Camp- 
sall, Prestcot, Alcester abbey) The list 
therefore cannot be regarded as complete for 
all the benefices mentioned in it, but more 
especially because in the fifteenth century 
considerable parts of the Duchy were at 
various times in the hands of feoffees for the 
purposes of royal wills (cf. Thetford Mag- 
dalen hospital), and some Duchy advowsons 
were included in queens’ dowries ( Maresfield 
free chapel and Leicester Newarke college). 


In spite of these gaps it is believed that the 
list will be of use for this important period. 
Even where incumbents are known from 
other sources—as from episcopal registers 
(which deal rather with institutions than 
with presentations)—it will be found that 
this list provides additions and corrections. 

It should be clearly understood that all 
these presentations, appointments, etc., were 
made under the Duchy seal ; they were not | 
strictly crown presentations—thus they will 
not be found on the patent rolls. ‘They are 
often loosely referred to as crown presenta- 
tions, even by scholars of repute, and this 
can only cause confusion and misunder- 
standings. 

Personal names are given as found in 
the records, but place names have been 
modernized. Where an incumbent’s name 
Is followed by another form in brackets 
(e.g. Crofton 4), the second form occurs 
under the reference for the presentation, 
etc., immediately following. In searching 
the list for a particular name the item next 
following the relevant presentation, etc., 
should also be consulted for additional 
biographical or other details. '

NOTES AND NEWS 


Since the last issue of the ButteTin the Committee of the Institute has lost 
two members whose death will be mourned by all students of history. 

Professor Eileen Power (d. 8 Aug.) had been a member since 1927, and 
had conducted seminars at the Institute since 1924/25. She was born 9 Jan. 
1889, educated at the Oxford High School and Girton College, joined the staff 
of the London School of Economics, and became professor of Economic 
History in 1931. In 1937 she married Mr. M. M. Postan, who latterly 
joined her in the direction of her seminar. Her published works are ‘The 
Paycockes of Coggeshall’ (1919), ‘ Mediaeval English Nunneries’ (1922), 
‘Mediaeval People’ (1924), ‘The Goodman of Paris’ zrams. (1928). She 
also edited ‘Tudor Economic Documents’ (1924) with R. H. Tawney, 
‘Studies in the History of English Trade in the Fifteenth Century ' (1932) 
with M. M. Postan, and the ‘ Broadway Travellers’ Library ' with Sir Denison 
Ross. But she will be remembered by those who knew her as an inspiring 
teacher and an ardent fellow-worker even more than for her attractive literary 
style. 

T Sir Denison Ross, though mainly distinguished as an Orientalist, was 
a valued member of the Committee from 1936 to 1940. He died at Istanbul, 
20 September, 1940. 

Dr. George Herbert Fowler, who died on 15 August at the age of 79, 
achieved distinction both in natural science and in historical study. Sometime 
Assistant Professor of Zoology at University College, London, he served 
during the war of 1914—18 in the Hydrographic and Naval Intelligence 
Departments of the Admiralty, published a book on charts, edited Sctence of 
the Sea and wrote many memoirs on zoological subjects. Readers of the 
BuiLETIN will be more familiar with his services to local history in Bedford- 
shire, where as Honorary Secretary of the Bedfordshire Record Society and 
Chairman of the County Council's Records Committee he made himself one 
of the leading figures in the preservation, study and editing of local documents. 
At this Institute, of which he was elected an honorary member in 1930, Dr. 
Fowler acted as Convener of the Migrations of Manuscripts Sub-Committee 
of the Anglo-American Historical Committee from 1929 onwards and was 
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responsible for the enquiry into the accessibility of local records which 
produced the first two special supplements of this Butietin. Though 
vigorous in debate, he had a kindly temperament and will be missed by fellow 
workers, with whom he was ever ready to share his knowledge. 

We must also record with regret the death of a benefactor, Sir Abe Bailey 
(d. 10 August), who gave £100 to the British Empire section of the I.H.R. 
Building fund. 


* * * * * * * 


During the past year the Historica! Manuscripts Commission has lost by 
death three notable members, Professor H. W. V. Temperley, the Earl of 
Crawford and Balcarres, and the Duke of Rutland. The Commission has 
suspended publication for the duration of the war, but has nine volumes com- 
pleted or in the press ; it is proposed to complete the printing of all of them. 
These nine volumes are : MSS. of Mr. Robert Graham of Fintry (mainly 
1789—1820 ; earlier papers of the family in 'artous Collections, vol. 5) ; Lindsey 
MSS. (supplements short report in roth Report, App. 1x) ; Polwarth MSS., 
vol. IV ; Sackville MSS., vol. I (Cranfield papers at Knole) ; De L’Isle and 
Dudley MSS., vol. IV (1608-11) ; Hastings MSS., vol. IV (Ireland, 1603— 
63) ; Salisbury (Cecil) MSS., vol. XVIII (1606) ; Downshire MSS., vol. IV 
(Sir W. Trumbull at Brussels, 1613—4) ; Bath MSS., vol. IV. Work is also 
in progress on a number of other collections of manuscripts, but some of the 
editors and other workers are now engaged on war work. The Commission is 


to be congratulated on making such good progress in very difficult circumstances. 
* * * # * * * 


The Secretary to the Commission (Mr. R. L. Atkinson, Public Record 
Office, Chancery Lane, W.C. 2) is collecting detailed information of destruction 
and damage during the war of collections of MSS. reported on by the Com- 
mission. It is clearly most necessary that such information should be cen- 
tralized in the interests of historical research, and we commend Mr. Atkinson's 
appeal for help to any of our readers who may be able to supply particulars. 


* * * * * * * 


| Another scheme intended to minimize the dangers to which British col- 

lections are at present exposed originated with the British Records Association, 
which has asked those of its institutional members who have repositories in 
safer parts of the country to receive on deposit selected documents of special 
importance from archives in those more vulnerable to enemy action. Enquiry 
has proved that several public authorities had already made independent 
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arrangements to safeguard their muniments, and it is hoped at a later date to 
publish notes on the transfers effected. 


* * * * * * * 


The Archbishop of Canterbury has commended to all parochial clergy 
another scheme aiming at the preservation of historical records, in this case 
those parish registers which are still untranscribed. Using funds supplied by 
the Pilgrim Trust and others, the Society of Genealogists is prepared to photo- 
graph such registers on microfilm, which will then be stored 1n a safe repository. 
Later, a typewritten copy will be made from the film and furnished to the 
incumbent of the parish. Every care is being taken to ensure the safety of 
the originals in transit and during the process of photographing, and no charge 
is made. It is much to be hoped that the clergy will co-operate in this work of 
safeguarding irreplaceable records of our local life.

Leverhulme research fellowships and grants for 1940 have been awarded 
to Dr. P. H. Reaney, senior classical master at the Sir George Monoux Grammar 
School, Walthamstow, whose subject is ' The place names of Cambridgeshire ' ; 


to Professor R. W. Chambers, for * An investigation of the fifty-one manuscripts 
of Piers Plowman’; and to Mr. W. Cubbon, director and librarian of the 
Manx Museum, Douglas, for a study of ' The historical and literary documents 


relating to the Isle of Man in the 17th and 18th centuries.’

The Brotherton Library of the University of Leeds has recently acquired 
a large number of: French cartularies, all published since 1840, and consisting 
of 167 items in 286 volumes ; these, with the library’s previous holding, will 
probably constitute one of the &nest collections in Great Britain for this subject. 

The library also possesses the bulk of the documents relating to the 
Chevalier d'Éon de Beaumont formerly in the J. Eliot Hodgkin collection 
(Hist. MSS. Comm., 15th Rep., app. ii), which were sold in 1914.

The appointment of Dr. H. W. Meikle to the office of His Majesty's 
Historiographer in Scotland, in succession to the late Professor R. K. Hannay, 
is an appropriate honour which will give much pleasure to Dr. Meikle’s 
many friends at the Institute, of which he was Secretary and Librarian from 
1923 to 1927. As author and editor, Dr. Meikle has made notable contribu- 
tions to Scottish history ; his period of office at the National Library of Scotland 


has been marked by an immense increase in its collections, especially in the 
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department of manuscripts ; and he has given himself freely to the promotion 
of Scottish historical learning as lecturer, examiner, and honorary secretary of 
the Scottish History Society.

Since May the Institute has been closed to readers, as explained in the last 
issue of the Butietin. The courtesy of the London School of Hygiene and 
Tropical Medicine now enables the Committee to offer a restricted service to 
a limited number of research workers, who will be accommodated in the School 
between the hours of 9.30 A.M. and 7 p.m. The current volumes of nearly 
40 British and American historical journals will be available at the School, and 
books may be transferred there from the Institute for consultation. Particulars 
are being circulated to persons connected with the Institute and may also be 
had on application to the Secretary.

Mr. Parsloe resumed his duties as Secretary and Librarian at the beginning 
of July, on release from the national work on which he had been engaged since 
the outbreak of war. The Committee has expressed its appreciation of the 
services rendered by Miss Jeffries Davis, who had been Acting Secretary during 
Mr. Parsloe's absence. Mr. E. S. de Beer has been appointed Honorary 
Assistant Librarian for the duration of the war. Dr. Marjorie Blatcher 
(Mrs. Bindoff) resigned the post of BurrgrIN Assistant at the end of August, 
and thus closed nine years' devoted service on the staff of the Institute ; many 
of our readers will wish to associate themselves with the appreciation and good 
wishes offered to Dr. Blatcher by the Committee. The junior BULLETIN 
Assistant, Miss Ruddock, left the Institute in September, to take up an appoint- 
ment in the History department at Southampton University College.

Though the need for economy in the use of paper involves a reduction in its 
size, the BuLLETIN is one of the Institute's enterprises to the maintenance of 
which the Committee attaches special importance. At the same time, it must 
be recognized that in war conditions some relaxation of editorial practice is 
inevitable, and while everything possible will be done to keep up established 
standards, authors will have to shoulder heavier responsibility for their con- 
tributions, at a time when references cannot always be checked and postal com- 
munications are liable to such long delays as to preclude consultation on the 


usual scale. 
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‘The Medieval Library)! By James Westfall Thompson. Chicago Universi 
1939. Pp. viii + 682. 25s. 

This large volume is one of a series of ‘ Studies in Library Science’ issued by the Uni- 
versity of Chicago Press. It is based on a series of lectures given to the Graduate Library 
School of that university by Professor Thompson, but is in its present form a co-operative 
work, since the author was compelled by serious illness to enlist the services of some of his 
pupils. It does not claim to be a work of original research, but has been compiled with great 
diligence from a vast number of authorities, ancient and modern. The book is divided Into 
four sections, dealing respectively with the early middle ages, the high middle ages, the close 
of the middle ages and the Italian renaissance, and the making and care of books (including 
the wanderings of manuscripts). It covers the whole of Europe, with the partial exception 
of Spain, for which information is scarcely to be had, and the nearer parts of Asia so far as 
they are included in the chapters on Byzantine, Jewish, and Muslim libraries. The evidence 
IS drawn from literary history, from lists of authors known to medieval writers, and from 
medieval and modern library catalogues. The topographical and chronological division of 
the book has led to a certain amount of repetition, and detracts to some extent from the unity 
of presentation which the indolent reader would desire. The information has been kept well 
up to date, though I have failed to find any notice of the use of papyrus codices for biblical 
MS. which was remarked by Sir Frederic Kenyon in his study of the Chester-Beatty papyri, 
and do not feel sure that the author ought to accept without question Richard fitz Neal's 
gatement about the missing ''T'ricolumnis) The book has, however, grave defects. The 
Index is limited to historical and subject-references, and is Incomplete even for these. It is 
excusable to miss out the names of authors quoted, and even of the classical and other writers 
the transmission of whose works forms so large a part of the subject matter ; but there is no 
formal bibliography, and ‘ op. cit.’ in the footnotes may involve turning over a number of pages 
before the work referred to can be identified. Moreover, neither the revision nor the proof- 
reading are worthy of an university press. Thus false concords are frequent in the Latin 
quotations and there are blunders like ‘Pro Milo’ (p. 65) or ‘donatur est? (p. 192). 
‘ Benedict of Chiusa’ (p. 139) becomes ‘ Benedict of Clusa’ (p. 140). Vespasiano da 
Bisticci (omitted in the index), who cuts a considerable figure in Chapter XVII, appears as 
‘da Bicci on p. 411 ; and the author and one of his assistants make diametrically opposite 
statements about abbot Nilus and his use of wax tablets on pp. 140 and 331-2. ' Radulph 
of Bruges’ (p. 238) becomes ‘ Radulph of Bourges (p. 236). It is disturbing too to find 
Lanfranc's regulations for the management of a library (p. 269) practically identical with 
those in use at St. Martial’s, Limoges (p. 263), without any comment on the possible con- 
nexion. ‘ Brethren of the Common Lot’ (p. 462) isa pardonable slip, but it is hard to forgive 
the omission of Flacius Illyricus from the index.

Financial Relations of the Papacy with England to 1327? By William E. Lunt. 
Mediaeval Academy of America. 1939. Pp. xiv + 759. $6.00. 

‘This comely volume, weighty in two senses, opens the series of Studies in Anglo-Papal 
Relations during the Middle Ages sponsored by the Mediaeval Academy of America, which is 
to be congratulated upon having secured so important an initial study. Professor Lunt takes 
in turn each component part of the financial burden which by the fourteenth century had 
been laid on the backs of those * good asses ' the English, and examines its history during the

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period exhaustively, drawing upon the rich store of his knowledge gained from both Roman 
and English archives, and of course already displayed in his earlier book on papal revenues. 
Ten appendices contain lists, analyses and transcripts of documents in the Vatican archives. 
One of the latter, relating to the tenth for six years imposed by the Council of Lyons in 1274 
upon benefices of a value of over six marks, is a register in which sixteen Italian firms in turn 
set out the sums which by 1283 had been deposited with them, giving in each case the name 
of the payer and recipient. ‘This forms a sort of * Who's Who’ of the higher clergy, among 
them Ralph Hengham, who paid in all £71 5s. 4d. from eight of those preferments by which, 
as Dr. W. H. Dunham has said, ‘ the Church assumed the burden of Hengham’s maintenance 
in a social position becoming England's Chief Justice, It is a pity that the index separates 
these references by entering them under Hyngham and Hengham respectively. In some 
other ways also the index does not quite rise to the level of the text it seeks to make accessible, 
and some of its general principles might be worth reconsidering in later volumes. ‘The addi- 
tion of the name of the county, for instance, to each of the place-names which have been so 


carefully identified, would make the readers’ task far easier.

* Historical Studies : Australia and New Zealand. Vol. I, no. r. Melbourne University 
Pres. 1940. Annual subscription ros. 6d. 

Our first word in welcoming this new historical journal must be one of congratulation 
to the editor and editorial board on their courage and faith in persevering with their plans 
in spite of the war. The serious study of Australian and New Zealand history has made 
a great advance in the past twenty years, and a Journal of this kind was much needed and 
should quickly become an established institution. It is to include work on Australian, 
New Zealand and Pacific history undertaken by historians in all parts of the world, together 
with researches in other fields undertaken by teachers and students in Australia and New 
Zealand ; and it is meant to serve both the specialist student and the general reader. 

The chief original contribution in this number ts a careful examination by Kathleen 
Fitzpatrick of the circumstances of the recall of Sir John Eardley-Wilmot from Van Diemen’s 
Land in 1846. ‘The number also contains a general survey of recent works on ancient history 
by Mr. A. H. McDonald, an account of the historical work that is being done in connexion 
with the New Zealand centenary, by Dr. D. O. W. Hall, and an interesting article on the 
South Australian archives. A convict's letter from New South Wales in 1792 inaugurates 
a series of documents. A list of accessions of MS. to various libraries should be extremely 
useful to students in Australia and New Zealand. Of even greater interest to students, and 
to librarians, is a survey of * Writings on Australian History, 1939.’ This will be followed 
in due course by ‘ Writings on New Zealand History’ and ' Writings on Pacific History.’ 
It is extremely difficult to keep abreast of the historical work that is being published in these 
Dominions ; publishers do not appear to take the English market seriously into account, and 
review copies are rarely sent here. Were there nothing else but this in the journal its publi- 
cation would be a valuable contribution to the study of Imperial history. It is to be hoped that 
English publishers will take note of the appearance of the Journal, which includes reviews. 

It will be apparent that the journal intends to keep abreast of modern developments in the 
organization of English historical studies. Certain of its features it seems to owe to this 
BULLETIN, to the staff of which the editor, Mr. G. F. James, formerly belonged. Well 
planned and well produced, the first number of Historical Studies may be unreservedly 
praised, š

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CLXXXIII.—The Hungerford family in the 
later Middle Ages. By J. L. Kirsy, 
M.A. (Oxford and London). 


This thesis is intended to be primarily a 
contribution to the study of English society 
in the period 1350-1500. The object is not 
to present a conventional family history but to 
see whether it is possible to display something 
of the working of fifteenth-century society 
through the lives of a group of its members. 

The Hungerford family belonged to the 
ranks of the country gentry in the fourteenth 
century, and rose into those of the lesser 
nobility in the fifteenth. Sir “Thomas 
(d. 1397), a chief steward of the Duchy of 
Lancaster and councillor of John of Gaunt, 
' was speaker of the last parliament of Edward 
III. He purchased several manors, in- 
cluding Farleigh Hungerford in Somerset, 
which remained the principal seat of the 
family for three centuries. His son, Walter 
(1378-1449), who loyally served the house 
of Lancaster from its accession, was in his 
turn a chief steward of the Duchy and 
speaker. To Henry V he was steward of 
the household, and fought by his side at 
Agincourt. Under Henry VI he became 
treasurer of England and first Lord Hunger- 
ford. He married firstly Katharine, -heiress 
of the Peverell family, and secondly, Eleanor, 
the earl of Arundel’s widow. Robert, the 
second lord, married Margaret, heiress of 
Lord Botreaux. He died in 1459 after an 
undistinguished career. His son, also Robert, 
the third lord, is better known as Lord 
Molynes, which title he held in right of his 
wife. From 1453 to 1459 he was a prisoner 
in France. He returned to fight for Lan- 
caster, and in 1464 was captured at Hexham 
and beheaded. Sir ‘Thomas, his eldest son, 
was also executed for Lancastrian activities 
in 1469, leaving as heiress a daughter aged 
only six months. She was later married 

to the son of Lord Hastings, and from them

descended the earls of Huntingdon. ‘The 
heir male, Sir Walter Hungerford, fought 
for Henry VII at Bosworth, became a 
member of his council, and recovered some 
of the family estates. 

The rise of the Hungerford family coin- 
cided with the rapid expansion of its estates. 
In 1355 there was almost certainly not a 
single manor in the possession of a Hunger- 
ford. By 1460 they held or were heirs to 
nearly two hundred manors. Although a 
large number of manors were bought and a 
few were obtained by royal grants, marriage 
was easily the most important means of 
acquiring lands. Of the heiresses mentioned 
above, Katharine Peverell brought the family 
nineteen manors, Eleanor Molynes twenty- 
six, and Margaret Botreaux over fifty. For 
the rest, the first Lord Hungerford secured 
over thirty by purchase or royal grant, his 
second marriage gave him the temporary 
possession of extensive Arundel lands, and 
other manors were held temporarily during 
wardships. A vast body of estates acquired 
by such means as these had no unity except 
their common ownership. “The majority 
were in Somerset and Wiltshire with Far- 
leigh Hungerford and Heytesbury as the 
principal family seats, but some were in all 
the adjoining counties, and even as far afield 
as Essex and Worcestershire. Some manors 
were held of the king, some of religious 
houses, and many of other persons, from 
bishops and royal dukes to obscure knights 
and squires. Some were held by knight 
service, some in socage and a few in grand 
or petty serjeanty. Besides these manors, 
Hungerford lands included a miscellaneous 
collection of smaller holdings. From about 
1422 the family had also a town house at 
Charing Cross.!

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The rapid growth of Walter Hungerford's 
holdings and the fact that he was himself too 
much occupied with the king's affairs to be 
able to supervise them personally, led to the 
'appointment of administrative officials. From 
1413 the names of the receivers or receivers- 
general are known. These men were 
responsible for the revenues of all the lands. 
some of them, notably Thomas Tropenell 
and John Mervyn, were themselves of the 
landed gentry clas. To them the local 
bailiffs, farmers, and collectors of rents of 
individual manors accounted. Parallel with 
them were the stewards, also men of some 
local importance. At first there seems to 
have been one steward for all the Hungerford 
lands, but by 1444 there was one for each 
county or pair of counties in which the family 
held lands. In most of these counties there 
were under-stewards as well. Richard 
Chocke, one of the stewards, became a justice 
of the common pleas in 1461. 

The family's consistent loyalty to Lan- 
caster made the period peri 5 a prolonged 
struggle to keep at least some part of its lands. 
The second Lord Hungerford had alienated 
all his lands to trustees before his death in 
1459, chiefly in order to raise the ransom 
for his son. This fact greatly confused the 
status of the family lands, when both his son 
and grandson were attainted during the next 
ten years. Nevertheless his widow con- 
trived to retain some of them. Ultimately 
the attainders were reversed; but the 
Hastings marriage permanently deprived the 
Hungerfords of a large part of their lands, 
which earlier members of the family had not 
been able to entail. 

Although the Hungerfords received large 
sums in salaries and other payments, of which 
the outstanding example was the yearly 
average of 400/. paid to lord Hungerford as 
‘Treasurer, lands were the real source of their 
wealth. Of this wealth an indication is 
given by the fact that Margaret Hungerford 
was able to incur the extraordinary expendi- 
ture of 17,000/. in the ransom of her son, 
the defence of her &tates, and the foundation 


of chantries and the almshouse at Heytesbury. 
Owing to the value of the lands, the mar- 
riages which determined their fate were of 
vital importance to the family. These mar- 
rages were primarily financial transactions 
arranged during the childhood of the two 
parties, and served as the foundations of a 
conscious family policy of aggrandizement. 
No family letters are known to survive and 
consequently the Hungerfords themselves 
remain shadows, but of their life as a whole 
something may be said. Behind the occa- 
sional occupations of warfare and the royal 
service, there was the constant pattern of 
local life. In the fourteenth century they 
served as coroners and escheators. In the 
fifteenth they rose to be sheriffs. Always 
they were serving on commissions of the 
peace and countless special commissions, All 
served as knights of the shire except the three 
barons and their eldest sons, and later in the 
fifteenth century junior members of the 
family also sat in parliament as burgesses. 
The centre of their lives was the large 
baronial household moving from Farleigh to 
Heytesbury and from Heytesbury to London. 
Vaguely attached to it as counsellors were 
some of the local gentry, who served as 
stewards and receivers of the lands and often 
as trustees in the complicated transactions 
which adjustments of tenure required. When 
the Hungerfords went to the French wals, 
some of the same men were in their retinues 
as men-at-arms. In such surroundings they 
lived active lives characterized by the formal 
piety of charitable foundations, and hardly 
affected by a hint of the new learning.

A NOTE ON THE BIBLIOGRAPHY OF ENCLOSURE 
ACTS AND AWARDS 


THE primary purpose of the enclosure awards was at once to achieve and to 
register the change from the ancient methods of land holding and land using 
to the modern system of ownership, occupation, and cultivation ‘in severalty.’ 
The awards, however, do a great deal more than this. They form in many | 
cases the only source of accurate information as to the distribution of land 
ownership in English villages of the 18th century; they are full of most 
useful data as to the types of land tenure prevalent in various districts. In 
perhaps half the villages of the country they serve as ultimate title deeds to a 
great part of the land, both that belonging to ordinary proprietors, and that 
. allotted to rectors, vicars, and lay impropriators in lieu of glebe and/or tithe. 
They record the lands forming the endowments of ancient village charities and 
schools. ‘They are the final source of information as to the course and breadth 
of highways, the existence of footpaths, bridle ways, and rights of way, and 
the courses, breadths, and liability for cleansing of most of the surface drains. 
The awards and the plans which are usually appended to them register the 
ownership of hedges and fences, they distinguish between lands formerly 
titheable and those tithe free (many villages, in the Midlands especially, having 
had their tithes commuted under enclosure acts, so that on the question of tithe 
the enclosure awards are in some counties better sources of information than 
are the tithe awards). ‘They specify the allotments of land for public purposes 
(generally to the parish surveyors of highways for use as gravel pits), which are 
the origins of the greater proportion of what land still remains vested in the 
ownership of such minor local governing bodies as parish meetings and parish 
councils. Accordingly the awards are invaluable sources of information to the 
historian, whether his interests are mainly ecclesiastical or csvil, economic or 
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social, and also to the present-day administrator who is concerned with land 
drainage, highways and footpaths, education, the provision of allotments, 
charity administration, or the use made by the minor local government bodies 
of the endowments entrusted to their charge. 

Since the enclosure movement is of such outstanding importance in the 
history of the countryside, and since the enclosure awards are such valuable 
records of it, it is surprising that so few accurate guides exist, which would 
make these records accessible to the student. Most enclosure statistics are 
based upon those given in the late Dr. G. Slater's The Enghsh Peasantry and the 
Enclosure of Common Fields, 1908, and in Professor E. K. C. Gonner's Common 
Land and Inclosure, 1912. Professor Gonner made no attempt, however, to 
publish the lists which he summarised in his appendices, and Dr. Slater, who 
printed such lists (of parishes, dates, acreages, etc.), left them lacking in many 
important respects. First, he assumed that the British Museum collection of 
private acts was a complete one, and listed only enclosure acts which are 
included in it. Secondly, he made no attempt to list the very interesting 
. enclosures under the early general acts, 6 & 7 Wm. IV. c. 115 (1836), and 
3 & 4 Vic. c. 31 (1840). Thirdly, as he explains in his text, he confined 
himself to acts which, by consultation of the preambles, he knew to include 
open field arable, and took no account of the very considerable number of private 
acts which relate only to common meadow and/or pasture or waste. Finally 
he concerned himself only with private acts, while in some counties fairly 
considerable areas were enclosed at various times under public acts. So, even 
if Dr. Slater's lists were accurate as far as they go, they would still be unsatis- 
factory and incomplete ; and they are far from accurate in other respects, as 
was, of course, natural enough, considering the pioneer nature of Slater's work, 
upon which all later studies of the subject have been largely based. 

Various Blue Book lists of enclosure acts and awards have been issued from 
time to time. In 1865 the Deputy Keeper of H.M. Public Records printed 
in his annual Report a list of plans attached to awards (almost entirely enclosure 
awards) enrolled in chancery, and in the courts of king's bench and common 
pleas. ‘The following year this was superseded by a list of the awards them- 
selves, including also a few more awards enrolled in the records of the Duchy 
of Lancaster, and in national courts other than those mentioned. Early lists 
of enclosure acts, together with other local acts, had already been printed in 
G. Bramwell, Analytical Table of Private Statutes (2 vols. 1813 and 1835, 
rptd. 1913), and in Vardon, Index to Local and Personal and Private Acts. 
In 1843 a list of enclosure acts in counties appeared in Lord Worsley’s Return, 
several times reprinted, having been revised to date, and last appearing as 
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Parliamentary Paper, H.C. 399 (1914), Lxv, 325. The Stationery Office - 
List of Acts Local and Personal (1900) includes all acts passed: between 1800 
and 1899. Enclosure awards deposited or enrolled among county records are 
indexed after a fashion in P.P., H.C. 50 (1904), txxvir, §45, based upon the 
answers to a questionnaire sent to all Clerks of the Peace in 1903. Awards 
under the later general acts (those of 1845 er seg.) are listed in P.P., H.C. 455 
(1893/4), LXXI, 485. All these lists, however, are inaccurate and incomplete, 
and every one of the five disagrees in many points with each of the other four, 
while none of them tallies with the list appended to Dr. Slater’s book.

So far as the present writer has been able to ascertain, no lists of any sort 
exist for the foXowing counties (apart, of course, from the general ones above 
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cited): BERKSHIRE, CAMBRIDGESHIRE (except the Isue or ELY), CHESHIRE, 
CORNWALL, CUMBERLAND, Devon, Duruam, Essex, HUNTINGDONSHIRE, KENT, 
LEICESTERSHIRE, LINCOLNSHIRE (HoLLanD), MIDDLESEX, NORTHAMPTONSHIRE 
(SOKE or PzETERBOROUGH), RuTLAND, East SurroLk, West SurFoLK, WEsT 
SUSSEX, WESTMORLAND, YORKSHIRE (NorTH Ripine), and YorKsuHirE (Wzsr 
Ripinc). The list for Hampsurre duplicated by the Clerk of the Peace at 
Southampton in 1940 is merely an extract from the 1914 Blue Book. 

The acts indexed in that Blue Book as in York Ainsty are now mostly 
included in the West Riding of Yorkshire, with which the Ainsty was amalga- 
mated about a century ago. There are three recently created counties which 
do not appear in any of the lists : Lonpon, the Istzs or Scrity, and the Istz 
or Wicut. The London acts are entered under Essex, Surrey, and Middlesex. 
There are no enclosure acts relating to the Isles of Scilly, and there are very few 
parliamentary enclosures in the Isle of Wight. Since the Isle was created a 
county after the enclosure movement was completed, the few enclosure awards 
which exist for parishes within it (mostly for quite late enclosures under the 
general acts) are to be found with the awards for Hampshire, enrolled among 
the county records at Southampton. 

It is probable that there are other published lists! (4) of enclosure acts, 
together with other local acts, in various county bibliographies and similar 
publications, (Z) of enclosure awards enrolled with the county Clerks of the 
Peace, in lists of county records published either by county record committees, 
‘or by local archaeological societies, and (c) of enclosure awards remaining 
in the parishes, in printed guides to the parish records of various counties, 
archdeaconries, and dioceses. The writer would be very much indebted for 
information of such lists not included in this note, and would be pleased to 
help any reader interested in the compilation of a list of the acts and awards 
for his own county.

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XXXVIIL—The ‘ London Gazette’ in 1718 : supply of news from abroad 


Tue following letters, passing between the British resident at the Hague, 
James Dayrolle and the office of the secretary of state for northern affairs, 
throw some new light on efforts during the reign of George I to improve the 
foreign news service for the London Gazette. Mr. Laurence Hanson ? tried to 
trace such efforts in the relevant papers of the Public Record Office for Buckley’s 
term of office as gazetteer 8 ; and from those papers it would appear that a 
circular letter to all ambassadors abroad in 1714 constituted a last attempt to 
get more regular and more vital news for the London Gazette. During a search 
of the Dayrolle papers in the British Museum,* however, the present writer 
came across this later effort of 1718. It is evident from the correspondence 
that other diplomatic representatives were also approached, but the following 
letter of 16 Sept. (O.S.) from the secretary of state's office 1s not a circular one 
and shows a remarkably clear conception of what papers were needed from 


the Hague. 


Hampton Court 16 Sept. 1718. 
To Mr. Dayrolles 5 
Sir, 

His Majesty has been pleased to give Direction that the London Gazette, which is 
published by the Royal Authority, should for the future be regularly and sufficiently furnished 
with all proper Advices and Intelligence from Abroad. ‘This I am to signify to you, and to 
all other His Majesty's Ministers residing at foreign Courts.6 And in particular I am to 
desire you to continue to furnish a Circular by every Post, and to endeavour to improve 
and enlarge it. Besides which, I am very earnestly, to recommend to you, the procuring 
early, Copies at large of all Memorials presented to the States by foreign Ministers, as also

It is by His Majesty's Command, and for his Service in other Respects besides that of 
supplying the Gazette, that I am so particular on this Subject, and therefore I depend on 
your known Care and Diligence. 
You will be pleased to put your Circular and what else you collect under cover every post 
to Mr. Buckley at the Secretaries Office Whitehall.

Dayrolle’s answering letter of 4 Oct. (N.S.) makes us feel that he did not 
fully grasp what was wanted of him. ‘The resident felt rather sore that he had 
no share in the ‘great affair '——the securing of the accession of the Dutch 
Republic to the Quadruple alliance—and he was therefore apt to overlook the 
importance of the ‘ordinary occurences’ that were his lot. The letter of 
16 Sept. he inclined to look upon as a criticism.

I have found no later reference in Dayrolle’s letters to the papers and the 
news he was expected to send to Mr. Buckley. My. impression is that the

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specified list in the letter of 16 September was not complied with, and that the 
quality of the news service did not improve to any great extent. Copies that 
were easy to get hold of were always enclosed ; chief among these were the 
speeches, pamphlets and memorials of the Spanish ambassador, who for several 
years was extremely active in preventing the Dutch accession to the Quadruple 
alliance. An enormous mass of propaganda material was printed at his 
instigation, sold by his agents and also distributed free.! 

Dayrolle’s zeal may not be to blame ; it is quite likely that it was not in his 
power to procure regularly the highly important papers mentioned in the 
letter of 16 Sept.* Ambassadors and envoys were more likely to have the money 
and the contacts needed, but they naturally considered the compiling of news for 
the Gazette a task for minor officials. In this fact lies no doubt one of the 
reasons for the inadequacy and inaccuracy of the foreign news supplied.

BOOK REVIEW 


* Cosmology in the “ Annotationes in Marcianum " : More Light on Erigena’s Astronomy.’ 
By Erika von Erhardt-Siebold and Rudolf von Erhardt. Baltimore: The Williams 
& Wilkins Company. 1940. Pp. [v], 45. 

An astronomical system, or scheme of the universe, has to provide rational explanations 
of the real and apparent movements of the sun, moon, earth and planets in relation to the 
stars. In the fourth century B.C., Heraclides taught that the daily apparent motion of the 
starry heavens was due to the real rotation of the earth upon its axis; and that the planets 
Mercury and Venus revolved in circles around the sun. Aristarchus of Samos accepted this 
hypothesis and extended it by making the earth and all the planets revolve around a fixed sun 
as the centre. In the fifth century of our era, Martianus Capella produced an encyclopaedic 
work entitled * De nuptiis Philologiae et Mercurii et de septem artibus liberalibus libri 
novem,' one book of which deals exclusively with cosmology. A ninth-century anonymous 
manuscript, believed to be by the well-known philosopher of the middle ages John Scotus 
Erigena, and entitled * Annotationes in Marcianum,’ is an interpretation of Capella's astro- 
nomical conceptions, but not an advance upon them. In their very instructive discussion 
ofthe * Annotationes, the authors shew that Erigena’s fundamental cosmological views 
were formed by Pliny’s ‘ Naturalis Historia’; and, they add, ‘ Erigena’s astronomy thus 
turns out to be a consummation of the ancient idea of the hegemony of the sun and ‘of 
Plato’s picture of the dance of the planets about their Master ’.

Born 29 May, 1848, and dying at the age of 92 
in full possession of his powers, he was a connecting link between the age of 
Freeman and Froude and the modern historical world. His ‘ History of Eton 
College’ appeared in 1875, and in its successive editions of 1889, 1899, and 
1911 has remained the standard work on the subject. A ‘ History of the Uni- 
versity of Oxford’ (1886) and a ‘ History of Dunster ’ (1909) are his other main 
narratives ; but he did much genealogical work, made reports for the Historical 
Manuscripts Commission on the St. Paul’s and Belvoir Manuscripts, both 
of first-rate importance, and contributed several volumes to the Somerset 
Record Society’s series. Vastly more influential on historical studies was his 
activity as Deputy-Keeper of the Public Records from 1886 to 1926. We owe 
to him the great framework of medieval ‘ Calendars’ without ‘which most of 
our research work would be impossible, ‘ Feudal Aids’ (1894-1920) and the 
‘Book of Fees’ (1920—31), both vital to topography and the study of place- 
names, and ‘ Historical Notes on the use of the Great Seal of England ’ (1926), . 
which covers a considerable section of British diplomatic. Besides this he 
began the transformation of the Record Office from a somewhat mysterious 
repository of materials to an organic part of the ordinary machinery of historical 
training. Though he took no active part in the management of the Institute, 
it owes much to that co-operation with the Public Record Office which his 
sympathy forwarded, and we hope we may say, without boasting, that the debt 


has been and is being repaid.

Many of the members of the Institute, past and present, will feel the death 
of Miss Isobel Thornley (5 February), the result of enemy action, as a personal 
loss. She was born 13 November, 1892,'and took her B.A. degree from 
University College, Nottingham, in 1915. Proceeding M.A. in 1917, she 
joined the staff of University College, London, as assistant in the Department 
of History in 1919. She was Assistant-Lecturer in 1925 and Lecturer in 
1928, and resigned 31 July, 1930. She won the Alexander Essay Prize in 
1917 with a stydy of the ‘ Treason Legislation of Henry VIII’ and contributed 
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a paper. on ‘ The Destruction of Sanctuary’ to ‘ Tudor Studies ' (1924), and 
various articles dealing with treason to the ' English Historical Review ' and 
. to “History.” She edited for the Ames Foundation of the Harvard Law 
: School the ‘ Year Book of 11 Richard II’ (1937) (opening a new source of 
information by the discovery of rough.notes concealed by the filing of the Plea 
Rolls), and was joint-editor with Dr. A. H. Thomas of the magnificent edition 
of the ‘ Chronicle of London’ (1939). She also helped with the transcription 
of Archbishop Chichele's register, edited by Professor Jacob for All Souls 
College. An article on ‘Hartland Parish Documents’ appeared in the 
BuLLETIN in 1927, and Miss Thornley spent much time in cataloguing them, 
and also saw through the press the ‘ Book of Hartland,” after the death of its 
` author, the Rev. R. Pearce Chope (1940). She was elected F.R.Hist.S. in 
1929, and F.S.A.in 1939. From early in the war till her death she was work- 
ing in a Government department. Her cheerfulness and courage will be 
remembered by all who knew her.

'H. A. Doubleday, who died on 27 March 1941, will be remembered 
among historians chiefly for his share in two great enterprises, the Victoria 
History of the Counties of England, to which as its founder and first general 
editor he gave both the objective and the impetus which made for a flying 
start, and the new edition of G.E.C.’s * Complete Peerage,’ of which he was 
sub-editor from 1913 to 1922, and editor from 1922 onwards. ‘Thanks to 
his efforts and the generosity of Lord Nuffield, he left that task with the end 
in sight. He brought to his topographical and genealogical work an energy 
and freshness of mind which, though sometimes disconcerting, were of immense 


value. A tribute by Mr. Granville Proby appeared in The Times of 8 April.

Like all other journals, the BurLETIN must economise in paper and the 
Committee has therefore resolved to reduce the number of issues from three 
to two a year, appearing in the Spring and Autumn.

The Institute has received scarcely any periodicals from the continent 
of Europe since last summer ; and there has been a decline in the output of 
British historical and antiquarian societies, though less than might have been 
expected. From the British Empire overseas, the United States, and Spanish 
America publication is well maintained. ‘That from New Zealand has been, 
of course, stimulated by the Centenary, while the United States show an in- 
creasing interest particularly in the early history of the younger states, some 
of which is within the recollection of persons now living. In view of the toll 
levied by the war on shipments of books and periodicals to this country it 1s to 
be hoped that publishers and publishing societies overseas will retain reserves 
of their publications from which losses at sea or on land can be made good. 


* * * * * * * 


Libraries and other repositories have continued to acquire historical docu- 
ments with far less interruption on account of the war than might have been 
expected ; it is probable that there has been a decline since September 1940. 
One of the most notable achievements is that of the Essex Record Office, which 
in the last two years has received court-rolls and other manorial documents 
relating to 313 manors ; this number is exclusive of deeds ; previously only 
twelve manors had been represented by court-rolls. This office also has in 
its custody nearly four hundred village and estate maps. 

` In spite of such an achievement the danger of the indiscriminate pulping 

of old records remains. ‘The danger and one means of meeting part of it 
are both illustrated by a report made by the Honorary Secretary of the North- 
amptonshire Record Society on visits to thirty-six firms of solicitors In 1939 
and 1940. Here there had been wholesale destruction of records by eleven 
firms, and more or less discriminate destruction by twelve more ; on the other 
hand nine firms have deposited records with the society, and nine more will 
permit inspection of their records at some future date. In view of the inevitable 
destruction of documents by enemy action it is to be hoped that librarians and 
archivists will do what they can to obtain some control over the pulping 
required by our war effort.

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CLXXXIV.—Agrarian conditions on the 
Wiltshire estates of the duchy of Lan- 
caster, the Lords Hungerford and the 
bishopric of Winchester in the 13th, 
14th and 15th centuries. By RicHENDA 
C. Payne, Ph.D. 


This thesis is a survey of estate manage- 
ment and agricultural and social conditions 
generally on three senes of Wiltshire estates, 
two lay and one ecclesiastical. “Though the 
main period covered was the 13th—15th 
centurles, a comparison with earlier condi- 
tions was made where appropriate material 
could be found. 

The growth of the tenant population, par- 
ticularly among the smaller holders, cottars, 
ferlingmen, and semi-virgators, accompanied 
usually by the breaking in of new land, is 
witnessed on fourteen out of sixteen manors 
for which comparative material exists be- 
tween the Domesday survey and the mid- 
14th century. <A period of stabilization and 
decline, most marked in the 15th century, 
followed. 

A notable factor is the extent to which 
grain, particularly wheat, was marketed from 
the demesne lands throughout the three 
centunes. It is not unusual to find half the 
total grain crop sold and sometimes as much as 
go per cent. of the wheat crop. In 1208 the 
bishop of Winchester was sending his surplus 
grain overseas for sale to foreign merchants, 
and in 1242 he, with the archbishop of 
Canterbury, was sending wheat and oats to 
Bordeaux for the king’s troops. 

Evidence of attempts to improve the land 
by frequent marling and heavy manuring is 
found, particularly in the 13th century on the 
bishop’s demesnes, together with the sinking 
of a good deal of capital in farm buildings. 

Administration of the flocks and wool 
sales was highly,centralized. It was cus- 
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tomary to interchange large numbers of 
sheep for grazing and rearing purposes be- 
tween the manors of the lord within the 
county and in neighbouring counties, and to 
collect the wool at some central warehouse 
for sale. A special official, the instaurator, . 
was in charge of these arrangements and had 
general oversight of flocks and wool sales 
within the area over and above the juris- 
diction of reeve or bailiff. 

‘The extent to which villeins and other 
tenants were maintaining their own flocks 
alongside the sheep of the demesne is very 
marked in this county. For example, 
there is evidence of a flock of 800—1000 
head principally owned by villein tenants at 
Downton in the 13th century; at Damer- 
ham vulein tenants are found owning 38— 
158 sheep per head in the same period ; at 
Winterbournestoke there was a tenant flock 
of 746 sheep. 

The epidemics which periodically attacked 
the flocks of the bishop of Winchester and 
from which the lay estates were compara- 
tively free, are noticeable. These onsets 
were very localized ; one manor might lose 
a large proportion of its sheep while another 
a few miles away was almost unscathed. 
Scab is mentioned at East Knoyle in 1272, 
two years prior to the earliest reference to the 
disease by the chroniclers. 

As all the accounts of the instaurators have 
perished, little evidence exists as to the pur- 
chasers of the wool. In the mid-13th cen- 
tury a Fleming bought from the bishop’s 
demesnes ; in the 14th century the reeves’ 
compoti occasionally show that buyers were 
English, while on the Hungerford and Duchy 
demesnes the only mention we have is of 
Englishmen, often apparently local dealers. 

There is no extension of pasture farming 
on these manors after the Black Death ; the 
bishopric estates show a decline rather than

an increase of wool production at this 
period. 

The growth of a propertied peasant class, 
drawn particularly from the villein tenants 
of the manor, is found from the later 14th 
century. A large number of villein tenants 
in this county became the lessees of the 
demesne, either in groups of from four to 
nine persons, in pairs, or singly. “The break- 
ing up of vacant tenements to re-let them in 
smaller plots to the remaining members of 
the vill is also very marked here from the 
late 14th century, and a number of the villein 
tenants increased their holdings of land and 
cottages in this way. 

A fall in the rents of villein and cottar 
holdings is very marked in the 15th century, 
particularly in the latter half. 

Accompanying the movement noted in the 
preceding paragraph is the rise in wages 
noticeable from the first half of the r4th 
century. Wages of the principal members 
of the famulia on the bishop's Wiltshire 
demesnes rose by 50 per cent. between 
the 13th and later r4th centuries, and 
those of ordinary unskilled day labour after 
the Black Death by from 50 per cent. to 
60 per cent. 

‘Throughout the survey the manor was 
regarded purely as a farming unit, and all 
feudal dues were excluded in estimating the 
annual returns. "Though the evidence was 
frequently too broken by gaps in the account 
rolls to make any very accurate computation 
possible, it was sufficient to establish the 
substantial farming profit realized in this part 
of the country in the later middle ages, and 
there is also indication that the rate of profit 
tended to stabilise, though frequently at a 
slightly lower level, after the leasing of the 


demesne.

CLXXXV.—The maritime Powers and 
the evolution of the war aims of the 
Grand Alliance, 1701-4. By P. J. 
We tcu, M.A. 

The entry of Portugal and Savoy into the 
war of the Spanish Succession, the possibility 
that Bavaria would also desert Louis XIV, 
the colonial ambitions of the maritime 
powers in Spanish America, and the decision 
that the archduke alone should represent the 
house of Austria, necessitated a revision of the 
allies’ original war aims. By 1704 they had 
definitely substituted the policy of ' no peace 
without Spain’ for the principle of partition 
on which the Grand Alliance treaty of 1701 
was based. ‘This no longer corresponded to 
the changed circumstances ; the stakes were 
now not only the Spanish * monarchy entire ' 
but the dismemberment of France itself. 
What effect had this departure upon Anglo- 
Dutch relations? To what extent did it 
impair Anglo-Dutch solidarity? At what 
stages did differences appear and on what 
points did English and Dutch interests no 
longer coincide ? 

‘These questions the thesis attempts to 
answer. Its introductory chapter, by analys- 
ing the attitude of the maritime powers to 
the partition treaties, reveals the importance 
attached by them to the security of commerce, 
the balance of power, and the safety of the 
Low Countries. Evidence establishes that, 
although after the death of William III the 
English often led the way, especially in the 
Bavarian negotiatien, they were very careful 
to take no step without Dutch approval and 
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co-operation. But the Dutch did not always 
follow tamely behind their ally. They often 
took the initiative in the protracted negotia- 
tion with Portugal. They made no secret 
of their opinion that Portuguese hostility, 
or even Portuguese neutrality would be a 
disaster, and more than once urged the 
English to send stronger instructions to 
Lisbon. They did indeed object very much 
to the financial burdens the alliances with 
Portugal and Savoy entailed, and they did 
not always see eye to eye with the English on 
questions of procedure. Their constitution 
accounted for this. But politically the mari- 
time powers spoke with one voice. Philip V 
must withdraw from the Spanish Empire 
altogether and France must cede her south- 
eastern provinces to Savoy and part of French 
Guiana to Portugal, while the archduke 
should rule only over those inhabitants of 
Spanish America who voluntarily submitted 
to him. 

Generally, too, the evidence discredits 
still further theories which antedate the 
decline of the Dutch republic in war or 
diplomacy, which divide the Dutch into an 
Orangist war party and a ' Republican’ 
peace party, and which attribute the Anglo- 
Dutch working partnership entirely to the 
influence of William III. The Dutch 
were as yet far from satellites of Great 
Britain, French attempts to separate them 
from their ally met with very short shrift, 
and in the years following the death of the 
stadtholder-king they wholeheartedly co- 
operated with the English to meet the threats 
of French aggression.

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" Anglo-Saxon Charters, Ed. A. J. Robertson. (Cambridge Studies in English Legal 
History. C.U.P. 1939. Pp. xxviii, 555. 25s. 

In compiling this collection of one hundred and thirty-five Anglo-Saxon charters, the aim 
of the editor has been to include ‘ every kind of deed and record concerned with the transaction 
of legal business,’ to which are added ‘ six post- Conquest documents which seemed of special 
interest.” Writs and manumissions are, however, of set purpose excluded, while documents 
already edited in the Crawford Charters or in the editions of Miss Whitelock or of the present 
reviewer have not been drawn upon. ‘This volume forms a most important contribution to 
our knowledge of the Old English period, and will be found to be indispensable by every 
worker in that field. By her translations into idiomatic modern English of these texts (all, 
with one exception, printed before, but now newly collated with the manuscripts, when these 
are available) Dr. Robertson has skilfully elucidated their difficulties, while in her very full 
explanatory notes she dates these documents, discusses, on occasion, their authenticity, explains 
legal practice, identifies place-names, recounts the history of estates, and gives biographical 
details. There are also full indexes. 

It is to be regretted that Dr. Robertson should have decided not to print the Latin version 
of bilingual charters. “The post-Conquest barones regis in the Latin version of a spurious 
charter (no. 85) gives a clue to its date of composition ; it may well be that the vernacular 
version, as we have it, was also compiled after the Conquest ; one might, indeed, hazard the 
conjecture that the unsuccessful claim of Christ Church to Folkestone, which seems to have 
been made (as Dr. Gordon Ward has pointed out to me) in the period of litigation which 
followed the Conquest, may have had some bearing on the origin of this document. In her 
discussion of the authenticity of a (doubtful) Sandwich charter (no. 82), Dr. Robertson has 
not made it clear that the comments of the editors of the Crawford Charters refer primarily 
to the Latin version, and not to the vernacular version, to which other criteria are applicable. 
‘The reader will look in vain for any reference to the fact that two of her charters (no. 38, 45) 
are marked as spurious by Kemble. Again, the editor nowhere discusses the evidential value 
of three long Latin charters (Kemble 809, 824, 825) generally accounted to be spurious : 
to these should be added the extremely dubious Waltham charter (Kemble 813) ; statements 
based solely on these charters should be received with caution. A serious omission is her 
failure to date the handwriting of at least fourteen texts. One regrets too to find that the 
endorsements found on charters are not printed here ; they sometimes supply useful informa- 
tion. Dr. Robertson (p. 470) assigns the appointment of /Ethelwig as abbot of Evesham to 
A.D. 1058 or 1059 ; fora decisive argument in favour of 1059, see Professor R. R. Darlington 
in English Historical Review (xlviii (1933), 3, n. 2). Leofwine, bishop of Lichfield, did not 
hold the see ‘ until 1067’ (p. 466) ; Professor Tait (Essays in History presented to R. Lane 
Poole, pp. 155—6) has shown that Leofwine surrendered the bishopric in 1070.  Godwine was 
not bishop of St. Martin's (p. 4.51), but bishop a? St. Martin's. A facsimile of the not easily 
accessible Dering charter (no. 75) is to be found in Archeologia Cantiana (ie(1858), pp. 50 ff).

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‘The writings of Robert Grosseteste, Bishop of Lincoln, 1235-1253. By S. Harrison 
Thomson. C.U.P. 1940. Pp. xv, 302. 21s. l 


Although much is known of Robert Grosseteste’s public life and some of his views on 
theological, moral, legal and political matters are expressed with his habitual force in his 
letters, which have been published, a definitive study of the great man is impossible until 
more is known about his numerous writings. ‘These should be placed, so far as possible, in 
chronological order, and either published or carefully described. Only then can his life be 
written in the light of the growth of his studies and thought as well as of his acts ; only then 
can Lincolniensis, as he was called throughout learned Christendom, be given his due place 
in the history of the Church and of mediaeval thought and mediaeval religious experience. 
F. S. Stevenson’s competent biography (1899) is so far supplemented only by some early 
editions of some of Grosseteste’s writings, by the dicta and sermons printed in Edward Brown's 
Fasciculus (1690), by Luard's edition of the letters (1861) and by Ludwig Baur's important 
edition of the physico-philosophical works (Münster, 1912). 

Obviously the first step towards an adequate understanding of Grosseteste's work is a 
survey of all the manuscripts in which they appear, a classification of them according to 
subject matter, a separation of the genuine from doubtful and spurious writings, and an index 
of the incipits or opening words by which they can be identified. ‘This laborious task has been 
undertaken by Professor Harrison Thomson. His book has been eagerly awaited and will 
be gratefully appreciated. It is the outcome of investigations made through many years in 
the manuscript collections of Europe; and it will henceforward be the essential starting 
point of further work on Grosseteste. Some of our early bibliographers, notably the great 
‘Tanner, did fine work on the subject, but they were not in a position to do anything like this. 

There are two ways of approaching a task of this complexity. The one is to make the 
manuscripts the basis and to describe each one in order; the other is to make the writings 
the basis and to note the manuscripts in which they occur. “The former method has obvious 
advantages. It enables the reader to get a visual as well as an intellectual impression of the 
groupings of particular writings, and in some measure of the growth of the whole body of 
manuscript material ; but it is best suited to the study of writers who have left a few well- 
known works. Mr. Thomson has chosen the second method, and when it is realised that 
he has felt justified in ascribing 120 separate works to Grosseteste, apart from 92 sermons, 
over 130 letters and nearly 150 dicta (many of which are taken from his commentaries and 
sermons), we cannot but feel that he was right to prefer this way of approach. As some, and 
it is a considerable, compensation, he has described in his introduction twenty of the more 
important manuscripts and, throughout his catalogue, has given numerous incidental descrip- 
tions, For example he has given a separate analysis of the collection of sermons in a Durham 
manuscript which ‘is rich in Grosseteste material’. In addition he has classified ten works 
which he regards as doubtful, sixty-five which he considers to be spurious, and eleven lost or 
untraced writings. 

Only time, provided that specialists are able to make use of time in investigations of this 
kind, can show how far Mr. Thomson’s conclusions will stand the test of scrutiny. We 
need not trouble much about this. The important thing is that the preliminary work has 
been done at last. The scholar who is not primarily concerned with Grosseteste’s thought 
will, in the meanwhile, be grateful for the information and discussions which are to be found 
throughout Mr. Thomson’s book. His discovery in a Lyons manuscript of the tabula or

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key to the signs which the bishop used in the annotation of the manuscripts which he read 
(many of which survive) is of capital importance ; for these signs both show the range of his 
library and are the starting point for a safe study of his handwriting. Where they occur 
we may assume that at least some of the marginal notes were written by him. ‘The signs are 
about 400 in number and were used in a topical concordance, grouped under nine main heads, 
of passages in the Bible and the Fathers. “The concordance follows the list of signs in the 
Lyons MS. (pp. 122-4). Another important and very welcome discovery is Robert Marsh's 
collection of the bishop's dicta et scripta at the papal court in 1250 (pp. 141—7). And the 
new annotated list of the letters (pp. 192—213) will also be welcomed.

‘ Bevis Marks Records: Being contributions to the history of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Congregation of London,’ illustrated by facsimiles of documents. Ed. Lionel D. 
Barnett. Part I. The Early History of the Congregation from the beginning until 
1800. O.U.P. for the Board of Elders of the Congregation, 1940. Pp. x+ 62. 


‘The archives of the Spanish and Portuguese synagogue in London, established surrep- 
titiously during the Protectorate, have been utilized lavishly by all who have written on the 
resettlement of the Jews in England and their history during the following century. Pic- 
ciotto in his Sketches of Anglo-‘fewish History, Henriques in his ‘ews and English Law, 
Gaster in his bicentennial history of the synagogue, Wolf in his papers on the Commonwealth 
and Restoration periods, have been at one in the importance that they have attached to these 
records, though not in their interpretations. ‘The system that Dr. Barnett has chosen, in 
this magnificent volume, is quite different. ‘Though the work contains a great number of 
picturesque gleanings, of considerable importance to the communal and social historian, his 
interest centres in the series of important documents in the possession of the Congregation 
"which mark the crucial stages in its history. “These are not only published, generally for 
the first time in absolutely exact transcriptions, but are also reproduced in facsimile. More- 
over, though several are of parochial interest only, or else have little except for the Jewish 
historian, there are some which are part of English history in its more specific sense, illustrating 
especially the progress of religious toleration. “These include the famous petition of 24 March 
1655/6 of Menasseh ben Israel and other Jews to Oliver Cromwell, asking vainly for a 
written guarantee of protection ; the more successful address of the leaders of the communi 
. to Charles II at the time of the first Conventicle act, when they were blackmailed by the 
earl of Berkshire and Mr. Ricaut ; the order in council of November 1674, when the Jews 
were threatened with disturbance for ‘riotous assembly’ in their synagogue ; and two 
others of 1685, when they were almost involved (the full story has never yet been told) in the 
dispute about the dispensing power, to which they owed their immunity from disturbance. 
A. congregational order of 1696, prohibiting the export of gold and silver under religious 
sanctions, illustrates both the despotic organization of the synagogue and an allusion in 
Macaulay’s History (ed. Firth, p. 2470). The general view regarding the origins of the Jew 
bill of 1753 is corrected by the reproduction of a letter (the text was already published by 
the present writer) from the loan-contractor Samson Gideon, reproving the congregation for 
its ill-advised attempt. A more important document regarding this magnate is a memo- 
randum (from the Newcastle papers) stating his many services to the treasury from 1742 to 
1757. It has been a remarkable achievement of the editor to include so much of general 
interest in an institutional history, and to retell an old story in such a manner that the new 
material does not seem episodic and the old does not seem repetitive. Š

The names given in brackets are those of the teachers under whose supervision the theses have been or are 
being prepared, and at the end of each section are given the names of the contributors who have supplied the 
information. In the universities of Aberdeen, Belfast, Birmingham, Bristol, Durham, Edinburgh, Glasgow, 
Liverpool London, Manchester, Sheffield and Wales copies of all theses and published works submitted for 
degrees, in those of Cambridge, Leeds (usually), Oxford, and Reading only those of doctoral theses, are de- 
posited in the respective university libraries; they may, as a rule, be consulted there, sometimes on conditions. 
In London copies of historical theses may also, in most cases, be consulted at this Institute. In the university 
of St. Andrews the theses are filed in the Secretary's office and may be consulted in the library.?

INTRODUCTION 


Turs Supplement follows the plan explained in the introduction to the seventh. It contains a list 
of the volumes and parts of volumes published during 1939 by societies of England and Wales whose 
work is primarily archaeological or historical in interest, including societies which are concerned with 
‘contemporary history’ (e.g. the Grotius Society, the Royal Empire Society, the Royal Institute of 
International: Affairs), and by the bibliographical societies. Contents are noted only in the case of 
volumes of miscellanies. Some of the societies appear for the first time and these entries are partly 
retrospective, covering the period from 1 January 1929 to 31 December 1939. 

The conventions used in the compilation of this Supplement are those employed in the making of 
its predecessors. Where no date of publication appears on the list, 1939 is to be assumed. A date 
enclosed in square brackets is that of actual publication and follows the date found on the title page. 
The addresses of societies or of their secretaries are printed only by way of correction or addition to 
those given in the Sixth Supplement. T'he main volume of the Guide will contain lists of publications 
issued before 31 December 1928. Mauch information, including the place of publication, is given in 
the Supplements only in respect of series appearing for the first time or in an altered form in the years 
to which they relate. 

All the information has been checked from the books by Miss Alwyn A. Ruddock, but the task of 
compiling nearly all entries has been eased by returns furnished by the societies, for which the Joint 
Committee of the Institute and the Congress of Archaeological Societies offers thanks. No return has 
been secured from societies marked with an asterisk. 

Particulars of the historical and archaeological publications of societies primarily concerned with 
other fields of study have been collected by the Institute as usual. ‘These have been passed on to the 
Society of Antiquaries (if relating to the period before 400 a.n.) and to the Royal Historical Society (if 
relating to later periods) for inclusion in the * Antiquaries Journal? and the annual bibliography of 
‘ Writings on British History ’ respectively. 

Notes of societies omitted, as well as other corrections and suggestions, will be gratefully acknow-
